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NFIW YORK, June 5.—Considerable eom- 
ment has been caused by the fact that gold 
is piling up’in the vaults of the New York 
Clearing-house, Within a week $15,000,000 has 
been added t the store in the Clearing- 
house, making the total amount of gold 
held by that institution $55,000,000. 

There is a somewhat general misappre 
hension regarding this large accumu/lation 
of gold in the Clearing-house. All sorts of 
reasons have been ascribed for the present 
big deposit, and there a disposition to 
invest it with a significance not warranted 
by the facts 

Three years ago the Clearing-house did not 
have a dollar cf gold in its vaults. When 
the new building was planned, arrangements 
were made for vaults that would be a long 
way ahead of most vaults of the banks in 
this city, the idea being that banks that 
were members of the Clearing-house would 
find it convenient at times to make use of 
them. And not long after the building was 
completed the vaults began to be put to 
that use. Banks that did not have adequate 
accommodations were glad to avail them- 
selves of the previlege of depositing their 
surplus gold in the Clearing-house vaults 
just 98s, years ago, they used to leave it at 
the Sub-Treasury for safe keeping. The 
amount held in this way has varied from 
time to time, and now it has reached the 
unusual figure of $55,000,000. 

“There is nothing about this large amount 
of gold in our vaults that should provoke 
any comment,” said Manager William 
Sheerer to-day. “It is a very simple mat- 
ter. Some of the banks that belong to the 
association prefer to keep their surplus gold 
in our vaults rather than in their own. Be- 
cause there is $55,000,000 held there, !t doesn’t 
follow that amount of money is withdrawn 
from circulation. As a matter of fact, the 
gold, or rather the amount of money rep- 
resented by the gold in the Clearing-house 
is actuaily in circulat‘on. 

‘When gold is brought here to be placed 
in our vaults we issue a Clearing-house 
certificate for the amount of the deposit,

to any bank that is a member of the Clear- 
These certificates are used in 
the settlement of obligations that have to 
be paid in gold. For instance, it is much 
easier to handle a paper certificate for 
$10,000 than to handle thirty-eight pounds of 
gold.”’

WEYLER TALKS. 


Again Insists That the War Will Soon 
Be Over. 


HAVANA, June 5.—The correspondent of 
the Associated Press was granted an ex- 
clusive interview by Captain-General Wey- 
ler on the latter’s returnto Havana from the 
scene military operations. Upon being 
questioned regarding affairs in the island, 
Gen. Weyler said the war would be ended 
'n a short time, but just how soon he could 
rot eay, as its termination depended en- 
tirely on circumstances, 

Gen. Weyler apparently ignores the ef- 
fect produced upon the ‘situation in Cuba 
by the minister‘al ecrtsis in’ Madrid, seem- 
ing to consider the Cabinet difficulties as 
of little importance. He regards the ru- 
mors of his recall as without foundation. 

He refused to speak with reference to the 
effect of the attitude of the United States 
upon a continuance of friendly relations 
between that country and Spain, further 
than to say that he thinks these reiations 
will continue, as the United States has 
much to lose in Cuba, and that tn case of 
an conflict between the two countries she 
would lose more than Spain. 

tie rewards the latest military operations 
in the island as highly important. 

Small groups of insurgents, he said, re- 
main upon either side of the Jucaro-Moro 
trocha, but they are unable to communi- 
cate with each other, and are suffering se- 
verely in consequence, 

Gen. Weyler said that he had found no 
native Americans in destitute conditions 
anywhere in the island.

PARING TO YIELD. 


A CHANGE OF THE CABINET. 


The Turkish Ministry Will Have to 
Retire on Account of the 
Peace Conditions. 


LONDON, June 5.—Conflicting news is 
published about the progress of the peace 


negotiations at Constantinople. On one 
side the Sultan is said to have adopted a | 
most unyielding attitudé, and on the other | 
hand -he is declared to be showing a Con- 
cilatory disposition, and that the settle- 
ment of the question in dispute is only a 
matter of a few days. 

The Associated Press; however, learns 
that the Ambassadors at Constantinople 
are hopeful that the negotiations will be 
concluded in about a week, in the sense 
of Turkey’s by the pe of the peace condi- 


tions proposed by the powers. here is now 
little doubt the Sultan has decided to agree 
to the evacuation of Thessaly,and the Turk- 
ish public is being prepared for this step. 
The police of Constantjneple have been 
ordered to confiscate the leaflets which are 
being circulated, demanding the annexation 
of the conquered territory as a duty de- 
volving upon the Sultan. The war songs 
are also being suppressed in order to stifle 
the fanaticism of the lower classes. 

It {s considered probable that the con- | 
clusion of peace between:Turkey and Greece | 
will be followed by. a complete change of | 
the Turkish Cabinet, as the palace clique 
will endeavor to saddle the ministry with all 
the responsibility for the peace conditions. | 
Moreover a strong feeling exists among the 
Mussulmans against the ministry, especial- 
ly against the Navy Depariment, owing to 
the deplorable condit'on of the Turkish navy | 
and the inactivity of the Ottoman fleet. 

The news from Thessaly is that the Turk- 
ish army, which first pillaged and committed 
other excesses in the Greek villages, is now 
under stringent discipline. In the mean- 
While 20,000 Macedontan peasants who had 
crossed the mountains into Thessaly, have 
occupied the abandoned Greek villages and 
are waiting to gather the corn if it ripens 
before the peace negotiations are conclud- 
ed. In fact, the seizure of the Thessalian 
harvest seems to be a reason for the Sultan 
ne to protract the peace negotia- 

ons.

Any depariure from the Democratic plat- 
form of last year, he said, would be ac- 
cepted as retrogression and abandonment 
of principles, which would be utterly de- 
moralizing to the party. This was so well 
understood, he said, that there would be 
no contest among the Democrats as to 
the Presidential standard-bearer. There 
would -be nothing to engender bitterness in 
the Democratic party. The Democracy 
would, therefore, be more thoroughly unit- 
ed, more confident and more aggress:ve 
than it had entered any Presidential can- 
Vass since 1856, 


Col. Harry A. Guinzburg of St. Louts. who 
is here representing the Ticket Brokers’ 
Association of the United States ts confident 
the Senate will not pass either the pooling 
bill or the anti-scalpers’ bill at this session. 
He is paying very little attention to the 
Hiouse, but is closely watching develop- 
ments in the Senate. The reason for this 
is obvious. The same rules that were in 
effect in the Fifty-fourth apply to the pres- 
ent House. As long as the Senate does not 
act, the House will not touch either the 
pooling bill or the anti-secalping bill. 

Should the Senate pass the measure 
which the ticket brokers are so strongly 
opposing, it is likely that the House would 
apply gag rules and force it through after 
twenty minutes’ debate. 

Col. Guinzburg thinks that the opposition 
of Senators Tillman, Chandler and Chilton 
will effectually estop both the pooling bill 
and the anti-scalpers’ bill at least until the 
regular session next December.

SENATE MAKES GOOD PROGRESS 
WITH THE TARIFF BILL. 


VEST LEADS THE ATTACK. 


Bacon of Georgia Evidently Believes 
in Protection for His Own 
Constituents. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 5.—When the 
Senate laid aside the tariff bill to-night 
it had reached the sugar schedule, which 
has been the subject of so much interest 
and conflict. During the day many of the 
paragraphs of the wood schedule had been 
agreed to, but that restoring lumber to the 
dutiable list at $2 per 1,000 proved the great- 
est stumbling block encountered since the 
debate began. It led to an e xtended de- 
bate, during which a wide divergence of 
views was developed on the Democratic 
side of the chamber. Mr. Bacon (Dem.) of 
Georgia gave his support to the committee 
rate, saying it was. essential to the lumber 
industry of the South. He also spoke in 
favor of a revenue tariff, so adjusted as to 
give equal benefits to all industries. Mr. 
Bacon and Mr. Vest clashed, several times 
on tariff doctrines, Mr. Vest expressing his 
regret that a Democratic Senator would aid 
in restoring to the dutiable list some of the 
products—lumber, salt and wool—which the 
Wilson bill put on the free list. Mr. Clay 
of Georgia also spoke at length on the tariif 
bill, criticising the sugar schedule and other 
features of the bill. 

On the opening of the Senate a letter from 
the Secretary of State was received trans- 
mitting a letter from the Minister of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Baron Von Hengelmueller, 
protesting in_ behalf of his Government 
against the discriminations of the sugar 
schedule in the pending tariff bill against 
bountied sugar. The Minister’s letter was 
read in full at the request of Mr. Vest. It 
urges that the discrimination against sugars 
receiving bounties denies to Austr’'a-Hun- 
gary the most favored nation treatment, and 
also threatens to damage heayily the ex-+ 
ports of the country. The communication 
was referred to the Finance Committee. 


At 12:15 the cons‘deration of the tariff bill 
Was resumed. The first paragraph of the 
wood schedule relating to hewn timber, etc., 
was agreed to at 1% per cent per cubic foot, 
the new rate proposed by the committee. 

When the next paragraph, sawed boards, 
Planks, deals, etc., was reached, Mr. Vest 
said he would later move to place the arti- 
cles of this paragraph and those of the 
previous one on the free list. 

Mr. Allison then perfected the proviso re- 
lating to the addition of the export duty 
upon saw logs coming from countries pay- 
ing an export duty, so that the proviso will 
apply also to: ‘‘boom sticks and chains used 
in towing logs.’’ This amendment was 
agreed to. Mr. Jones (Ark.), spoke against 
an additional tax on lumber, referring to 
the heavy burden it imposed“dn the people 
of the West. He said the rates of the bill 
were the result of a determined and syste- 
matic effort by the lumber men, a! in 
this connection he read a letter fro the 
National Lumber Convention, issued from 
an offise in Washington, urging that peti- 
tions to Senators and members be prepared 
hearing the names of workingmen. This, 
Mr. Jones declared, was the means by 
which the high rates were being eurged. 

Mr. Vest said there was not a single item 
in the bill so utterly indefensible as that 
increasing the rate on white pine, taking 
it from tthe free list and placing it at $2 
per. 1,000 feet. White pine was justly called 
“the king of coniferous woods,’”’ and yet 
the clear intent of the framers of this bill 
was to make the rates absolutely prohibi- 
tory on this wood. 

It was due to some extent to a combina- 
tion between the lumber interests of the 
West and the South, and he had been con- 
fronted by this combination during his 
last canvass. The Senator referred to the 
manner in which the Maine delegation— 
the ablest one in Congress—had succeeded 
for years in keeping spruce on the dutiable 
list. It was a credit to their capacity, 
which they displayed in all directions, se- 
curing among other things more public 
buildings than any other State. 

Mr. Vest declared that the proposed rate 
on white pine was in the interest of the 
lumber barons, who have accumulated mil- 
lions upon millions ‘“‘at the expense of the 
$i " As evidence of this, the Senator 
read a letter from Michigan giving the 
names of *‘Michigan’s pine kings.” In ferv'd 
tones, Mr. Vest referred to this added bur- 
den on the poor, to whom every penny was 
almost a dollar and every dollar almost a 
drop of blood. It was. he said, the most 
indefensible item of the bill, without justy- 
fication or palliation. 


Mr. Jones of Arkans&s warned his South- 
ern associates against the argument that 
the lumber interests of the South would be 
benefited by the exclusion of Canadian lum- 
ber. He read a letter from an American 
lumberman on the border, saying the result 
of the rates would be to compe] the Can- 
adians to reduce the price of their lumber 
and it eventually would come > into the 
United States cheaper than at present 

Mr. McLaurin (Dem.) of South Carolina 
who recentiy entered the Senate, made his 
initial speech in criticising the rates of the 
wood schedule, saying they were not de- 
signed to benefit any Southern industry 
and that if there Was anything of the kind 
it gs merely incidental. 

Mr. Vest moved an. amendment exceptin

“I regard the schedule as a proper one ir- 
respective of the party from which it 
comes. 

Mr. Bacon went on to state that he was 
not a protectionist. But the stern necessi- 
ties of the Government required a tariff and 
a high tariff. He was not speaking for a 
protective tariff, but he believed that when 
it became necessary to impose revenue du- 
ties then it was essential to make the rates 
uniform as far as practicable. et the 
Southern lumber interests asked@ him to 
support a rate simply for the sake of pro- 
tection he would not do it. But when they 
asked that the revenue duties be tn propor- 
tion to the revenue duties on other articles 
he regarded that just and he would sup- 
port it. Less than 20 per cent Was not a 
cogent abt duty, he asserted. In front of

CHICAGO SEWAGE MENACE. 


Danger of the Situation Set Forth by 
Capt. Brown, Gov. Colman 
and Mr. Withers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

ROODHOUSE, ITil., June 5.—The Lower 
Illinois River Valley Association Fish Fry 
and River Convention was attended by 
7,00 people. Weather was beautiful and 
»,000 pounds of fish from S8t. Louis was 
devoured. - Addresses were made by ex-Gov. 
Norman J. Colman of St. Louis and ex- 
Mayor Joseph Brown of St. Louis, and 
Hion.-H. C, Withers of Carrollton. 

Gov. Colman dwelt on injuries to the im- 
mense acres of rich soil now overflowed at 
each rise in the river by reason of dams in 
the northern part of the river and at 
Kampsville, Ill... caused by settling of mud 
and deposit above the dams and locks and 
filling ‘up of the tributaries of the river to 
Such an extent that the bottoms of creeks 
wefe overflown at each freshet, causing de- 
struction to crops and sickhess and disease 
engendered by reason of the refuse of 
Chicago being scattered over the lowlands 
and bettom of the river. He showed fur- 
ther conclusively that the dredging of the 
river would keep the water from overflow- 
ing, be expensive to keep it up and 
Save for cultivation thousands of acres of 
the richest land in the State, which are 
now practically unfit for cultivation, be- 
cause of overflow caused by dams. He 
spoke clearly and forcibly and was listened 
to attentively and was incessantly ap- 
Plauded by-the audience. 

Hon. H. C. Withers delivered a lengthy, 
well prepared speech, advocating the re- 
moval of dams and locks and dredging the 
river. It showed deep study of matter, and 
was applauded from beginning to end. 

David F. King of this city delivered the 
welcome address on behalf of the Mayor. 
Petitions were circulated asking Congress 
to take action in the matter, signed by all 
present to whom petitions could be pre- 
sented. Stereopticon yiews of the methods 
used in dredging the Illinois canal were 
presented. 

Capt. Brown spoke in part as follows: 

An attempt has been made by the general 
government to improve the navigation of 
the Illinois River by locks and dams, and, 
While thirty or forty years ago that mode 
of improvement might have been a success, 
as at that time the water of that river was 
comparatively clear, of late years, owing 
to the general cultivation of the country 
adjacent, by drainage, piping, etc., the re- 
Sult is that after every heavy rain the wash 
from ‘the land has made the river much of 
the time as muddy as the Mississippi or Mis- 
souri rivers, and the result is the sediment, 
Owing to the sluggishness of the current 
caused by the seyeral dams, is settling rap- 
idly above the dams and bringing up the 
bottom of the river, so that overflows wil! 
become more and more frequent, and _ this 
is already endangering the land contiguous 
to the dams. 

A great mistake was made in the begin- 
ning, by the location of the dams at the 
“head” of. the river, instead of the foot, as 
they hold the water back, and left the lower 
part of the river nearly dry, so that I have 
seen cattle frequently ford it at low water, 
and boats could not get into it, much less 
do any businéss on it. 

My judgment is, that no locks or dams 
should ever have been built on the Illinois 
River, but instead, two or three powerful 
dredge boats kept constantly at work, 
which in low water would have accom- 
jish@d much better results, and at much 
aon cost to the general government. 

But you are now threatened with another 
and a greater evil than the one I have re- 
derred to—‘'the Chicago ditch’’ now under 
construction. There are two dangers to be 
feared from that sewer or ditch: If the 
quantity of water poured through it proves 
to be as large as the act authorizing it, 
then with the present obstructions in the 
Illinois River in the shape of locks and 
dams, the natural banks are sure to be 
everfiowed, and the large area of bottom 
land in the high water season will become 
a lake each ‘year, and not susceptible of 
cultivation; while on the other hand, if the 
ditch company in any way evade the law 
creating it and pour a much smaller quan- 
tity of lake water through the ditch, so as 
not -to thoroughly dilute the Chicago sew- 
age, then that whole section of country 
will become a stench in the nostrils of the 
people inhabiting it, and God help the peo- 
ple along the line of the ditch. 
The people ef Chicago are looking only 
for an outlet for their sewage, and are in 
a fair way of getting it, regardless of the 
interests, comfort or health of the balance 
of the world, and if the people of the coun- 
try contiguous to the great ditch do not 
combine, and not only watch the progress 
of the great sewer, but see to it, that they 
are held strictly to their charter with the 
State, to pour through it the vast volume 
of water the act~ of the Legislature calls 
for, 300,000 feet per minute, the danger to 
the health and comfort of the people along 
the route of the deposit will be incalcula- 


less 


Some people may argue that the sewage 
will settle in a few miles’ travel, 
case of some of our

POLICE OPPRESSION THE CAUSE 


Yon Tausch Trial Exposed Police 
Workings and [Insures Von 
Bieberstein’s Resignation.

BERLIN, June 5.—Several unusual feat- 
ures accompanied the great spring parade 
on the Tempelhof grounds last Tuesday. By 
the rigorous police rule barring all traffic 
from the streets leading to the Templehof, 
the publie was virtually excluded from this 
sight, which for many years has been a pop- 
ular diversion. The were brutally 
carried out by the 
being kicked and injured on the fleld. The 
number of carriages was much smaiier than 
usual. The Emperor and Empress, while 
going to and coming from the field, were not 
once cheered by the poulace, which was in 
a very ugly mood, as the police policy was 
attributed to the Emperor's order. Several 
persons in the dense crowd hooted the 
Emperor, which was answered by the po- 
lice forcibly dispersing the throng and ar- 
resting a score of people. The Empress w4s 
pale and nervous and was so affected by all 
this that she suffered from a violent head- 
ache, and insisted upon returning to the 
casile, the Emperor therefore stopping tae 
parade before it was half finished. 

In the jostle on leaving the temple the 
Empress was again badly scared. Women 
of the lower classes suddenly appeared at 
her shorse’s head, and with a threatening 
gesture one of the women threw a petition 
in the face of the Empress. In the turmoil 
which ensued Her Majesty lost a unique 
decoration conferred upon her by Queen 
Victoria and composed of the Queens en- 
ameled portrait, set with big diamonds.

Mr. Foster, While on his way to 
Russia, stopped four days in this city, and 
was given a reception by Mr. Uhl, which 
was attended by a number of diplomats 
formerly stationed in Washington. 


The result of the Von Tausch trial, the 
acquittal of the former chief of the secret 
political police, amounts to a cefeat of the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Baron Mvr- 
schall Von Bieberstein, as the case is popu- 
larly regarded as a duel between Baron 
Marschall and the first commissioner of 
police and the discharge of Von Tausch is 
certain to be used against the Foreign \in- 
ister. It is generally expected that the lat- 
ter’s furlough of two months is a prelude 
to his resignation. 

Emperor William is deeply chagrined at 
the damaging exposures of the inner work- 
ings of the police, fearing further weaken- 
ing of police authority through the use the 
Socialiste are preparing to make of the 
evidence at the elections. His Majesty se- 
riously blamesS the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs for precipitating this gigantic *can- 
dal. There was a stormy scene between 
the Emperor and Baron Marschall on 
Tuesday. 

The Liberal newspapers express the opin- 
jon that the trial will have a good effect and 
render such actions of the police as those 
exposed impessible jn the future. Herr 
Richter in the Freissennige Zeitung, how- 
ever, says he does not believe Baron Von 
Marschall will be dismissed, because, he 
explains, Prince Hohenlohe’s resignation 1s 
bound to follow. 

A new and fmportant political office has 
been created, that of Political Commission- 
er, whose province it is to watch and in- 
fluence by all possible means political feel- 
ing in disaffected districts, such as the 
Polish provinces, the Reichlands an@ 
Northern Sclesswie-Holstein. Four such 
commissioners have been appointed at 
Dantzig, Koenigsberg, Posen and Breslau. 

At a banquet given to the Reichstag by 
the Hamburg Senate upon the occasion of 
the Horticultural Exposition, the Emperor 
was not toasted. The reason assigned is 
that there were a large number of Social- 
ist delegates present. 

Another serious difference, almost amount- 
ing to a quarrel, has arisen between 
peror William and his brother, Prince Henry 
of Prussia, 
of His Majesty towards Great 
Queen Victoria, Prince Henry favoring a 
more conciliatory policy. In a recent let- 
ter the Emperor has peremptorily forbidden 
his brother to in any way interfere in the 
politics of the empire. The 
at court is frankly and bitterly anti-British.

THE PRACTICE OF HYPNOTISM.

Dr. Hughes and the Municipal Board of 


resolution against the practice of hypnotism 
by any persons other than medical practi- 
tioners. Its unrestricted practice by irre- 
sponsible persons is a danger and menace 
to soclety, and the ’quicker the law making 
power aets the better. 

Dr. Hughes and the, Municipal Board of 
Health do not favor or propose any law 
which will prevent societies organized for 
psychical research from pursuing their in- 
vestigations in the interest of science, be- 
cause through the investigations ef these 
viz., those of Boston and London, 
the advance in hypnotic investigation to a 
point where mental suggestion has almost 
become a demonstrated fact. is due. The 
student of hypnotism at this stage of its 
advance who positively and absolutely de- 
nies the power of verbal suggestion to over- 
come the strongest will and moral force, 
which are simply the auto suggestions or 
verbal suggestions of a lifetime, has not kept 
pace with and is not conversant with the 
latest conclusions of scientific investiga- 
tors in this field. 

A close study of this question forces on 
my mind this conclusion, that repeated 
hypnosis will overcome all powers of re- 
sistance. I make this statement with a 
solemn belief in its absolute truth and I 
will fortify my positions with the backing 
of the leading authorities on this question. 
I do not think for a moment that Dr. 
Hughes or the Board of Health are so ego- 
tistical ag to belleve all knowledge is with 
the profession of medicine; but there is no 
question in any, sensible mind but that so 
potent a force for good and evil as hyp- 
notism should be taken out of irresponsible 
hands and intrusted to individuals who are 
qualified by training and experience to 
handle it. Its practical application is in 
the fleld of medical practice; then why 
should it not be restricted by law to the 
responsible and educated physician? 

In a recent issue of the Post-Dispatch 
appeared two articles from laymen on the 
subject of hypnotism. As M. §S. Beckwith 
is dead, I will confine my reply to Andrew 
J. Woolsey. I will pass over all of his re- 
marks of a personal nature and,where he 
advances any argument I will] answer it. 

Mr. Woolsey first attacks the position 
that hypnotism can be made the agent of 
crime. Of the truth of that fact there is 
to my mind not a scintilla of doubt. As I 
said and here repeat, repeated hypnosis will 
overcome any will power and break: down 
any barrier of moral force. 

Can the hypnotized fall victims to crime? 
I quote from Dr. Frederick Bjornstrom’s 
work on hypnotism, Stockholm, Professor 
of Psychiatry, late Royal Swedish Coun- 
cilor: “The unconsciousness and loss of 
will, which are so easily caused in the 
hypnotized, can of course with the greatest 
facility be misused for immoral and crimi- 
nal purposes. Rape, murder, robbery, ar- 
son, theft, pbduction. etc., are then easy 
to, accomplish. In the beginning of this 
century, the people of India knew that the 
easiest Way to steal children and carry 
them away was to magnetize them. Such 
thieves were known in India under the 
name thugs or bheels, and in 1820 a band 
was «discovered whose members in the 
course of twenty years, had stolen millions 
of children. A child recovered at that 
time was entirely stupid and did not rec- 
ognize her father until until she had been 
dehypnotized by the ceremonies of the 
Buddhist priests. In France some remark- 
able medico-legal cases have occurred with 
reference to crime against morality under 
hypnosis; one of them combined with ab- 
duction. « Besides by robbery and theft the 
hypnotized might easily be deprived of 
their property in a more delicate manner, 
so that it would look as if they voluntarily 
gave it away, if only a powerful suggestion 
were given in that direction.’’ 

In support of this proposition Dr. Bjorn- 
strom cites some experiments of M. Lie- 
geois, Professor of Jurisprudence at Nancy 
and a scientific investigator of hypnotism. 

Liegeois reported several cases before 
Academie des Sciences Morales et 
Politiques: 

“Mrs. O. is a young and very intelligent 
lady. She has received an excellent educa- 
tion. At first she energetically resisted ail 
suggestions, but gradually vielded. I made 
her believe that she owed me 1,000 francs, 
and asked for her note. She obstinately re- 
fused to give it, and declared that she owed 
me nothing and that she would never ac- 
knowledge any debt to me. I insisted. She 
began to hesitate. She remembered it, 
acknowledged it before several witnesses 
and wrote the note. On another occasion, 
when she seemed fully normal, he told the 
Same lady, in the presence of her husband 
and several other witnesses that she had 
promised to pay him, on account of her hus- 
band’s indebtedness to him, 100,000 francs. 
At first she denied that such a thing had 
ever been mentioned. Afterward she 
searched her memory, finally found that he 
was right, and wrote a bond for the sum.” 

In the same manner the hypnotizer can 
/abuse his influence over the sleeper, by 
i;compelling him to make out donations or 

make his will in the other’s favor, and 
even to take upon himself. the worst ficti- 
tious crimes. There would even be no 
difficulty in making away with an enemy 
or objectionable person in a manner which 
would not betray the originator of the crime. 

is only necessary to hypnotize the vic- 
/ tim and to give him the suggestion that he 
| will commit suicide. With the strongest 
| possible love of life he will have difficulty 


bodies 


in resisting such a suggestion, 

There is still another way in which the 
hypnotized can be injured, viz., by drawing 
forth, under hypnosis, confessions and se- 
crets which they would not voluntarily dis- 
close when awake. Of course this may not 
succeed with all somnambulists, for some 
'are very cautious and reserved and some 
| may even play the hypocrite and lie and de- 
| ceive their hypnotizer. But the great ma- 
jority will prove very frank and outspoken, 
and during the sleep may much too easily 
hurt themselves or others by revealing se- 
crets which ought to be Kept. 

Hence the answer to the second question 
would be that the hypnotized may fall hope- 
less victims to the most criminal and harm. 
ful actions of all kinds, not only while they 
are asleep, but also after they have been 
awakened, and certain sensitive individuals 
even without being hypnotized. 

“There lies such an infernal power in the 
hands of the hypnot:zer that eviry one 
ought to be strictly forbidden to meddle 
with hypnotism, except those who assume 
the responsibilities of a physician and who 
have the people’s welfare and woe in their 
hands.”’ 

The foregoing quotation from Dr. Bjorns- 
trom shows that there are others who agree 
with Dr. Hughes and the Municipal Board 
|of Health that the indiscriminate and irre- 
sponsible use of hypnotism should be con- 
' trolled by law. °* 

Dr. Biornstrom also asks this question 
and answers it affirmatively: “Can one 
hypnotized be used in the service of crime 
as a ready tool without a will?” From 
the cases studied and reported by Liegeois 
and others it plainly follows that the hyno- 
tized can by all kinds of suggestions be 
made not only to harm themselves but also 
others. and that they may even be Irresist- 
iblvw driven to any crime. It is chiefly in 
this that the darkest side and the worst 
‘dangers of hypnot'sm are found. By sug- 
vestion, persons can also be enade to com- 
mit perjury or to bear false witness; and 
this can be done in various ways; eltner 
eo that they make an entirely false state- 
ment of occurrences which they have really 
witnessed, or so that they are by retro- 
active suggestion, so-called, made 
lieve that they have witnessed occurrences 
which really never took place. 

The Tiza-Eslar affair is very illustrative 
ef rotraactive hallucination (Bernheim; 
Suewestive Therapeutics, p. 157): “A young 
jew, Moritz, of a village in Hungary, under 
the terrorizing influence of the Commis. 
sioner of Public Safety, testified that he 
heard a cry, went out, looked through the 
keyhole of the temple door, and saw Esther 
«tretched on the ground. Three men held 
her. The butcher cut her throat and caught 
the blood in three basins.”" However, jus- 
tice triumphed in the end and the twelve 
Jews whose lives were imperiled by the 
boy's confession escaped an ignominious 
death. 

Mr. Woolsey quotes Dr. Albert Moll of 

Berlin to prove his side of this controversy.

Under the caption, “The Legal Asvect of 
Hypnotism,” page 334, et seq., he says: 

‘*The first point to be considered is the re- 
lation of hypnotism to crime. The crimes 
committed on, and by, hypnotic subjects 
must both be discussed. We will begin with 
the first. The offenses against morality to 
which hypnotic subjects are exposed are 
important; few such cases have hitherto 
come to the notice of the law, F. C. Miller 
supposes that this may be because. from 
loss of memory, the subject is usually un- 
aware of them, But Forel’s§ supposition 
seems to me more probable. He thinks such 
offenses are rare because experimenters 
know that loss of memory is only temporary 
and that the subject may unexpectedly re- 
member the occurrences of earlier hypnosis. 
A number of such cases were brought to 
justice in Germany at the time when animal 
magnetism was flourishing. 

‘‘Lately several cases have been made 
known in France. The case of Castellan 
in 1865, reported by Prosper Despine, is bet- 
ter known. An assault was committed on 
a subject in an obviously hypnotic state, 
although she retained her consciousness. 
Liegeois refers the case to suggestion. The 
Levy case in 1879 is also interesting. A 
dentist of Ronew, named Levy, assaulted 
a girl in the magnetic sleep. Levy was 
imprisoned for ten years. There are other 
cases in Liegeois, in Goltdammer’s Ar- 
chives for 1863 and in F. C. Miller’s book. 
The number would be increased if some 
cases of auto-somnambulism were counted 
among them. Among further offenses 
against hypnotic subjects may be mentioned 
int:ntional injury to health, which in some 
cases might be caused by post-hypnotic 
suggestion...All sorts of paralysis, loss of 
memory, etce., may be thus caused; even 
some paralysis with objective symptoms, 
such as the so-called paralysis dependent 
on idea. 

“I need hardly add that bodily injury 
may be caused by inattention to the proper 
precautions, nor need I discuss the ques- 
tion of deprivation of will in cases when 
the subject is hypnotized without his con- 
sent. Where js the protection in these 
cases from Mr. Woolsey’s auto-suggestion? 

“It has also been asked (Roux-Friessin- 
eng) whether suicide might not. be caused 
by suggestion, to which I say yes, if the 
suggestion were adroitly made. The hyp- 
notie state might be used to get possession 
of property illegally. People can be in- 
duced hypnotically and post-hypnotieally 
2 sign promissory notes, deeds of gift, 
ete. 

Many proposals have been made for avoid- 
ing the possible dangers of hypnotism to 
health as well as morality. Delacroix in 
France demands that hypnotism should be 
legal only for doctors, and then only when 
at least two are present. 

Friedberg wished in 1880 that hypnotic ex- 
periments should only be allowed in the 
presence of a doctor. The foregoing con- 
clusively proves that Dr. Albert Moll and 
other authorities on hypnotism agree with 
the views of Dr. Hughes and the Municipal 
Board of Health that hypnotism should 
be restricted to the medical profession. I 
will now quote the opinion of Dr. Luys of 
Paris, France, a noted neurologist and a 
deep student of hypnotism. He uses this 
strong language: “‘The dangers of it (hyp- 
notism) are appalling. I have studied faith- 
fully, but can see no way in which they 
can be mitigated; nor does the future seem 
to promise any way. I cannot but feel con- 
vinced that, while we have undoubtedly 
found a valuable aid to medicine, and while 
we may have found an explanation for most 
of the things which have made science 
wonder during the ages in hypnotism, still 
we have also found in it the most horrible 
of all weapons for evil-doers. Criminals of 
all kinds, from the merely brutal to the 
magnificently skillful, may find in the 
trance and its accompaniments the method 
by which they may do any crime, any 
wickedness, without running the slightest 
risk of discovery. The man who knows 
what this really amounts to gasps when he 
thinks of it. It is not less than appalling.” 

Mr. Woolsey speaks of the protection 
which auto-suggestion gives the subject. 
This presupposes a knowledge which the 
subject does not possess, and even if they 
have the knowledge it is not a safeguard. 
Dr. Ochorawics has many times endormed 
subjects against their will—so have others. 

I grant it that the medical profession does 
not possess all knowledge—not even of 
hypnotism. But all the investigations of 
any scientific value in hypnotism have been 
made in the past, and are being made to- 
day, by the medical profession, If Mr. An- 
drew J. Woolsey is a graduate of Dr. Park- 
in’s Chicago Psychological Institute—and 
he represents the best thought and scientt- 
fic culture of that institution—the St. Louts 
medical profession need not worry over the 
loss of any advantages which that institu. 
tion gives. 

Mr. Woolsey seems to think that hypno- 
tism is applicable to all diseases. With thar 
view he ought to join the divine healers and 
g0 to work. Scientific physicians know that 
hypnotism subtends a small arc of the com- 
plete-circle of the healing art, perhaps 20 
per cent, and in that measure they apply it. 
In spite of the claim of Mr. Woolsey that 
he possesses the last and adyanced thought 
on hypnotism, St. Louis physicians and 
medical men everywhire will approve the 
course of the Municipal Board of Health in 
regulating and restricting the practice of 
hypnotism.

UP GREAT BALL. 


SPORTING NEWS NINE HAVE 
THEIR HANDS FULL. 


SOME CLEVER WORK AT BAT. 


Visitors Lose the Game, but Declare 
They Will Do Better at Sports- 
man’s Park To-Day. 


Among other things that Mexicans can 
do well besides roll cigarettes, coin free 
silver, trill a mandolin and punch cows is 
to play base ball. A band of chocolate- 
hued ball tossers from the land of Cortez 
are now in St. Louis to prove this state- 
ment 

They half-way proved it yesterday at 
South Side Park when they tackled. Herr 
Yacob Bene’s Sporting News team and 
gave the fat Herr Bene such a fright he 
lost at least thirty pounds in full view of 
the well-filed grand-stand.

Club Members’ Handicap Easily Won 
by the Favorite and Ulysses a 
Nose in Front of Nimrod. 


Laughingly, with his head in the air, his 
mouth wide open, his jockey’s hands 
wrapped thrice in the bridles, Typhoon 
II., gallant son of Top Gallant-Dolly Var- 
den, romped home a winner by seven 
lengths in the Club Members’ handicap. 

It was the second greatest stake race 
in the West. He landed it with the same 
impressive ease that characterized his vic- 
tories in the Kentucky Derby and the Me- 
morial Handicap. 

Runaway races are not usually interest- 
ing but Typhoon II, made picturesque 
yesterday’s big stake event at the Fair 
Grounds. He gave a magnificent exhibi- 
tion of class. Large, lithe, perfectly 
poised and proportioned, he looked every 
inch a perfect racing machine as he sprung 
out at the’flag fall and swung down past 
the grand stand in the opening quarter of 
the race. . 

He seemed to be out for a pleasant jog. 
There was no trace of effort, but the ground 
flew under his feet. That first quarter so 
easily and quickly traversed, was reeled off 
at the rapid pace of :23%.

When he drew near the grand 
stand Garner could.be seen laughing over 
his shoulder at the struggling racers ten 
lengths behind. Without a touch of whipor 
spur or the loosening of a wrap, he-gal- 
loped past the post only two and one-half 
seconds behind the record time for the 
Derby distance.

FATALLY BURNED. 


VICTIM OF A GASOLINE EXPLO- 
SION IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 


IN A CAN. 


MISTAKE MADE 


The Liquid That Did the Mischief Was 
a Present From a Friend Who 
Is Going Abroad. sd 


Mrs. Elizabeth Pelletier of East St. Louis 
was carried in an ambulance to St. Mary's 
Hospital at noon yesterday to die, the vic- 
tim of a gasoline explosion. 

A few minutes before she had placed an 
empty coal oil can on a stove, ¢n which she 
thought there was no fire, to fill it, as she 
supposed, with kerosene. 

The can exploded and her clothing was 
set on fire. 

The victim is a widowed French woman, 
wiho lived in a neat little cottage on North 
Third street, No. 640, a short distance from 
the home of Mayor M. M. Stephens. 

Her only companion was a ward and 
nephew, Lee Ferris, aged 20, who was at 
work at the Nelson-Morris Dressed Beef 
Works, when the accident occurred. 

Last Monday an old countrywoman and 
acguaintance of Mrs. Pelletier, who was on 


the eve of returning to France, called at the 
little cottage and informed her friend that 
she had disposed of all her household goods 
preparatory to an ocean trip. Before bidding 
Mrs. Pelletier good-bye she remembered 
that she had two five-gallon jugs, one filled 
with gasoline, and the other with kerosene, 
which she insisted on presenting to Mrs. 
Pelletier. 

The gift was accepted in the kindly spirit 
in which it was tendered. Next day_ the 
country woman took a train for New York, 
and is now on an Atlantic steamer eastward 
bound. ; 

A few minutes before the accident -Mrs. 
Pelletier, who is 70 vears of age, was sit- 
ting on the front stoop, chatting with Mrs. 
William Bartlett, who occupied apartments 
in one end of the Pelletier home. The. old 
lady remarked that she was happy over 
the thought that Saturday’s house, clean- 
ing was done, with the exception of filling 
her lamps. Then she _ stepped into the 
kitchen and discovered that her old kero- 
sene can was empty. 

Remembering her friend’s kindness 
hunted up one of the jugs. 

She placed the tin can on the stove, where 
she had had nofire since breakfast, not 
thinking of the coals that smoldered in 
the grate. 

Uncorking the jug, which she supposed 
contained kerosene, she began to pour its 
contents into the can. 

Suddenly there was a loud report followed 
by agonizing shrieks. 

She had used a jug of gasoline instead of 
kerosene. 

Flames enveloped her form and she was 
being roasted alive when two laborers at 
work nearby jumped a partition fence and 
dragged her out into the yard. Then Mrs, 
Bartlett, her daughter and her mother, 
seized quilts and blankets, threw them over 
the fiame-wrapped body and _ drenched 
the coverings with water. 

As soon as the flames were subdued Kur- 
rus’ ambulance and Dr. Doyle were sum- 
moned. By this time a crowd had gathered 
and were devoting their energies to putting 
out the fire in the kitchen, which threatened 
the destruction of the littl home. Their 
efforts were successful. 

A hasty examination of Mrs. Pelletier’s 
condition convinced the physician that 
death was only a question of a few hours, 
and the ambulance conveyed the tortured 
woman to the hospital. 

“She is absolutely cooked from head to 
foot,’’ said one of the hospital nurses to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter who called there

Professor Stone Tells an Interesting 
Story of How Wheeling Be- 
.. gan in St. Louis. 


From a Run Down the Cycle Path. 

Cycling in St. Louls may be said to have 
Wegun about the year 1879, when Johnny 
Biow, as he was familiarly known to St. 
Loulisans, was occasionally seen on the 
streets mounted on something that was 
called a variety of names (the proper one 
being generally unknown), velocipede, vicy- 
cle, Yankee wagon, some few of the ini- 
tiated being able to give it the correct ap- 
pellation of bicycle. 

About that time Johnny Blow had started 
@ bicycle school at the old St. George’s 
Hall, located at Seventh and Locust 
atreete, for beginners, and there a few dis- 
ciples to the new idea, and others who 
formed a spirit of investigation, wrestled 
with the various troubles besetting the ca- 
reer ofe«a learner on the old ordinary.

A FEW WORDS ON FREAKS. 


Races Which Are Not Races, but Only 
Trick Contests. 


The racing rules provide for four styles 
of track events—opens, handicaps, lap races 
and team races. The first three mentioned 
fill all the ordinary requirements, and the 


team race is of such infrequent occurrence 
as not to be considered ‘n this connection, 
By the time the “inventors” are through, 
these four styles will be increased tenfold, 
and every racing man that travels circuit 
will perforce be compelled to carry the 
clever little treatise yet to be written— 
“Every Man His Own Trick-rider.”’ 

Tom Cooper ran against one of these freak 
races at the Buffalo national circuit meet 
in Sept., 189. The race was an indescrib- 
able sort of an event, in which a man had 
to win three straight heats to get one prize. 
He had to win his race five times, taking 
up the best part of a two-days’ meet, in 
order to be credited with winning the mile 
open.

One of the bills which only awaits the sig- 
nature of Governor Black of New York to 
become a law in that state is that intro- 
duced by Senator Parsons, providing for a 
uniformity of bicycle ordinances throughout 
the state in all the cities and towns, and

ntitled “An act to regulate 
Rtg Bog gts and similar vehicles, 
and to require uniformity of ordinances af- 
fecting the same.”” The wording of the bill, 
however, does not seem to indicate so much 
a request for uniformity as @ permission. 
According to ite terms the several cities, 
towns and Villages shall have power to 
pass ordinances regulating the use of bicy- 
cles, and similar vehicles” in accordance 
with certain provisions which are then de-

ch bicycle or similar vehicle when in 
use on public highways may be required to 
have a lamp of such illuminating power 
as to be plainly seen 200 feet ahead and 
kept lighted between one hour after sun- 
set and sunrise.

That son—which was me—had been adver- 
tised for in nearly all the big newspapers, 
but no information ever returned. I told 
him I was the boy.

onsiderable interest has centered in the 
young woman to whom Berry is married. 
She ie small, well-built and has a very 
attractive face. Sadie Miller was reared in 
Mt. Vernon and her father is very poor. 
It is said he drove a sprinkling cart last 
summer and is now engaged in picking 
strawberries at 2 cents a quart. 

Mrs. Berry told the Post-Dispatch corre- 
epondent that her father was once a trap- 
eze performer with Barnum’s old circus. 
The young woman has conducted herself 
with modesty during all the Oriental dis- 
play made by her husband, and some of 

he best ladies of Salem have been at- 
tracted to her by her demure and almost 
childlike ways. 

She dresses quietly and in good taste, 
while her purchases have been in keeping 
with the range of her experience. 

But the princely groom has cut a swath 
wide enough for half a dozen. He has done 
everything in great style, but on being 
asked why he threw so much money in the 
air he put on a serious look and answered: 

“I’m not throwing as much money away 
as some people think.

BICYCLE RIDERS DISPOSED a 
EVADE THE LAW.

TEN THOUSAND HAVE PAID. 


But Many More Are Still Riding About 
Without the Little Tags on 
the Head-Post. 


The greatest volume of business done by 
the License Commissioner’s office in the 
past week has been the issuing of the dol- 
lar bicycle licenses which the Commission- 
er had announced had ali to be out by the 
first of June. 

Very nearly 10,000 of the little aluminum 
plates have been issued, but it is estimated 
that there are about ten or fifteen thousand 
wheels in the city which have not yet been 


tagged. ‘ 

These the Commftssioner will‘gét after in 
short order and then there will be sonfe un- 
pleasant little visits to Judge Peabody on 
the part of the delinquents after having al- 
lower sufficient days of grace within which 
the delinquents might come in and get their 
tags. -The Commissioner has decided to. go 
ahead and enforce the law as he is author- 
ized to do. 

Deputies with the proper badges and cre- 
dentials will be sent out to places where bi- 
cycles are likely to be in the greatest num- 
bers and there they wil look for untagged 
machines. Whenever one jis found which 
does not bear upon its headpost the little 
stamped certificates, the inspector will take 
down the name and address of the owner 
and the number and make of. the machine, 
serving upon the owner at the same time 
a formal notice to the effect that the time 
for getting out a license is past due, and 
he must observe the laws. If the owner 
fails to observe the notice pepmons will 
be sent to hig residence. notifying him to 
appear at the Police Court’*to answer for 
a misdemeanor under the laws: of the city. 

If by chance the owner was cunning and 
gave a false name and address the inspec- 
tor will thereafter keep his eyes out for 
the wheel of which he has the maker's 
name and factory number. When he gets 
hold of the smart owner again he will give 
him no chance to get away, but will call 
the nearest policeman and have the delin- 
quent taken to the police station so as to 
avoid further deceptions on his part. 

There is one question which has arisen 
which may cause the Commissioner and his 
inspectors, to say nothing of the riders, no 
little amount of worry, and that is the 
question of licensing wheels owned by per- 
sons living outside the city, and who come 
in on a wheel almost daily. 

The law as to bicycles in that regard is 
the same as the law regarding vehicles in 
eneral. Under the ordinance pleasure ve- 
icles owned outside the city are not taxa- 
ble, so that bicycles are Hkewlse exempt. 

City Counselor Marshall, when asked 
whether the bicycles belonging to subur- 
ban residents would be taxed said: 

“I do not care to pass on that question 


st n , 

‘Well, does not the law say that all pleas- 
ure vehicles owned outside the city are ex- 
empt?’’ 

‘Yes, I believe it does.” 

“And does not the same law apply to bi- 
cycles?” 

‘Yes, I believe it does.” 

“Well, then, are not bicycles owned say in 
Webster or Kirkwood exempt?” 

“T suppose they are.’’ 

The Commissioner is afraid that all own- 
ers of unlicensed bicycles will say they live 
outside the city, thus making no end of 
trouble, but, on the other hand, any one, 
no matter where living, Is Iable to be 
monges by an inspector every day, so lon 
as there is no tag visible on the head pos 
of the machine. 

This will on each occasion cause more 
or leas delay and annoyance to the rider. 
but will be unavoldable under the present 
law. The easiest solution of the difficulty 
ia for the owner. if he ts going to ride con- 
stantly In the city, to get out a license just 
as if he lived within the limits. It will] pe 
worth a dollar to be saved the repeated an- 
noyance of being held up by inspectors 
every day or 80. 

Several enterprising bicycle firms have 
stuck up notices about the Commissioner's 
office announcing that they have patent 
thief proof methods of fastening on tags, 
which they will apply for the emall eum of 
10 cents. 

Children under 12 years of age, owning 
and riding bicycles, need not feel alarmed 
over the license question, as they will not 
be taxed. The law especially states that 
children under 12 years of age are exempt.

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PUNISH ELECTION CRIMINALS. 

It is to be hoped, for the sake of de- 
cent politics in St, Louis, that there will 
be no lack of vigor in the prosecution of 
the election judges who will come up for 
trial in Judge Murphy’s court next 
Wednesday. There seems to be abundant 
proof that these election officials were 
not only guilty of deliberate and premed- 
itated fraud, but that they inflicted out- 
rageous personal violence upon one of 
their number who refused to participate 
in the fraud. 

Such crimes must be severely punished 
if we are to have honest elections In 8t. 
Louis. Yet it is already evident that a 
strong effort will be made to shield these 
men from the consequences of their viola- 
tion of law. When the cases came up 
for trial on Thursday last there was a 
crowd of the “Push” around the Four 
Courts, drawn there partly by curiosity 
and partly ‘by a fear that if the law is 
vindicated they will find their occupa- 
tion gone. 

When the first case was called, Prose- 
cuting Attorney Mulvihill was absent 
from the court-room, although he had 
been trying a case there just previously 
and knew that the election case would 
be called almost immediately. He left 
Mr. Bass to attend to the docket, and 
Mr. Bass was obliged to admit that he 
did not know anything about the case 
and could not prosecute it. Under these 
circumstances, Judge Murphy very prop- 
erly postponed the case to Wednesday, 
June 9, and it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Mulvihill will be there on that day, pre- 
pared for a vigorous and effective prose- 
cution df the cases. If a few of the men, 
both Democrats and Republicans, who 
make it a practice to violate election laws, 
and even to boast of it afterwards, were 
sent to the penitentiary, it would go far to 
purify the rotten polities of St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch also suggests that 
the next Grand-jury investigate these 
cases and other similar ones. They can 
give their attention to nothing of greater 
importance, for honest elections lie at the 
very foundation of our governmental sys- 
tem, municipal, State and national. 
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MECORATION DAY OBSERVANCE. 

The fact is again brought to public 
notice that Decoration Day, since being 
made a national holiday, has become a 
day for amusement and not for memorial 
Observance. In New York last Monday 
only a few hundred people visited the 
cemeteries, while over 80,000 saw Howard 
Mann win the Brooklyn handicap, 24,000 
@aw the game between the New York 
end Pittsburg teams, and thousands wit- 
Nessed a boat race on the Harlem River. 

Every year of late the posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic have pro- 
tested against this growing tendency to 
convert a day sacred to the memory of 
patriot dead to one of carnival and mer- 
riment. In Minnesota, a few years ago, 
an effort was made to prohibit, by law, 
the people from engaging in games or 
sports on Decoration Day. But the law 
has been as ineffective as the protests to 
keep people from giving expression to 
what is their conception of a holiday and 
the uses to which such a day should be 
put. To the popular mind a holiday means 
a@ day of pleasure and not of sorrow. 

While the Post-Dispatch sympathizes 
with the feeling of veneration which ani- 
mates the veterans, and all the living 
relatives of the soldier dead, and admits 
the force of the view that the day should 
be consecrated to memories, it tannot 
but recognize the beneficent dispensation 
of nature which enables a people to forget 
their sorrows. Nor is it occasion for re. 
@ret that we have at last reached the 
time of forgetfulness of the horrors of 
civil war, and that a generation has come 

which, in leaving mourning behind it, 
leaves also the hates and prejudices 
which endanger public interest and dis- 
tort public counsel, 
POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The movement in behalf of postal say- 
ings banks is not dying out. On the con. 
trary, an organized effort ts now being 
made to obtain the passage of a bill by 
Congress to establish such banks. As 
the People’s party, the labor unions and 
reformers generally are in favor of such 
banks and there is practically no oppo- 
sition. to them, it may be said that postal 
savings banks are demanded by a major- 
ity of the people, and the new movement 
ought therefore to make headway with- 
out much trouble, 

Congressman Page Morris of Minne- 
‘gota is in charge of a bill to establish 


nn 
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postal savings banks. Those in charge 
of the movement request persons who 
favor such banks to begin a “postal card 
crusade,” calling the attention of the 
Congressman in their district to this bill 
and urging him to support it. 

The Post-Dispatch has from time to 
time published facts showing the desira- 
bility of postal savings banks. Mr, Wan- 
amaker, when he was Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, estimated that there were 12,000,000 
| wage-earners in this country who would 

be glad to avail themselves of postal 

banks, and that their deposits would 
soon reach a total of $500,000,000. Such a 
system of banks would furnish the peo- 
ple absolute security. It would give the 
people a large “stake’’ in the Govern- 
ment. It would encourage savings in a

can. And especially it would bring a 


' savings bank within the.reach of many 


thousands in country districts who have 
no such facility at present. It would kill 
the wild-cat bank, and to that extent 
would prevent much want and suffering 
among the people. 
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“LEADING CITIZENS.” 

John M. Harlan of Chicago is a son of 
Justice Harlan of the United States Su- 
preme Court. He made a wonderful race 
as an independent Republican candidate 
for Mayor of Chicago last spring. He is 
a man with a future, because of the abil- 
ity, the honesty and the courage which 
he possesses. These qualities were shown 
in his Mayoralty race, when he smashed 
the Republican machine which had con- 
trolled Chicago for many years. They 
were shown even more strikingly in an 
address which he made in Central] Music 
Hall, Chicago, last Sunday, at a public 
meeting called to protest against the 
street car and gas consolidation bills, 
which were being bought through the 
Legislature at Springfield. 

Perhaps Mr, Harlan’s strongest point is 
his keenness to scent sham and hypoc- 
risy. And his Music Hall speech shows 
that his eye of scorn is sternly fixed upon 
that noisomest of all shams, the profes- 
sional “leading citizen.””’ He pointed out 
that Yerkes and other boodlers of his 
kind would be powerless to accomplish 
their predatory purposes were it not for 
the connivance and support of those 
business vultures who play the “role of 
leading citizens.’’ Here is & passage 
from Mr. Harlan’s speech: 

The “leading citizen,’ if he is allowed to 
lead this city, will lead it straight to per- 
dition. (Applause and cheers.) The typi- 
cal leading citizen ts a delusion and a 
snare, the typical leading citizen is an 
Anarchist at heart. (Applause.) The typ- 
ical leading citizen knows no law but the 
law of hie own will. (Applause.) The typ- 
ical leading citizen would deface and de- 
grade the law by doing under the form 
and protection of the law that which 
strikes a kill'ng blow at the very vitals of 
the community. Applause.) * * * The 
real Anarchists are to be found, gentlemen, 
with their downtown offices within the 
girdle of that iron loop that embraces the 
heart of the city; the real Anarchists, the 
men that are so hot in the pursuit of the 
almighty dollar that they would strike a 
blow at the very foundation of our institu- 
tions in order to add to their abundant 
fortunes. (Applause.) 

Couple with these scathing but plerc- 
ingly true words a passage from the Me- 
morial Day address delivered by ex-Con- 
gressman Ben Butterworth of Ohio, at 
Laurel Hill, Philadelphia, on May 29: 

The republic is in more danger to-day 
than when Fort Sumter was fired upon. 
There are influences that are making for 
ill. We have plenty of education, but edu- 
cation, unless leavened with morality, sim- 
ply fits the man to be an expert scoundrel. 
Our country is in danger because corrup- 
tion in our politics is as common as elec- 
tions, and corruption iB our municipal and 
State Legislatures is aS common as lunch- 
eon at noon, 

In almost every municipal and State 
Legislature there is an organized banditti 
that demands tribute and sells legislation. 
We know this to be so. We do not guess it. 
We all know it. You know it in Philadel- 
phia, and you know it in Pennsylvania, 
And it must stop, or it will stop the wheels 
of this republic. 


Who is it that is responsible for this 
corruption in our municipal and State 
Legislatures that Mr. Butterworth de- 
clares to be “as common as luncheon at 
noon?” Who but your “leading citizens,” 
who occupy the best pews in our fashion- 
able churches, who figure in the list of 
every “public-spirited organization” that 
raises money to spend ‘for the public 
benefit,” who serve on the boards of the 
big monetary institutions, and who oc- 
cupy front-rank places whenever there is 
a dress parade before the people? 

This is certain—there is no corruption 
without the corruptionist. No alderman, 
or legislator, or Congressman is bribed 
unless there is a briber. And when you 
hunt down the briber, you are pretty sure 
to find a sleek, well-dressed, well-fed, 
church-going citizen—in fact, your typ- 
ical professional “leading citizen.” He 
may not do the actual bribing himself, 
but he furnishes the money to do it with 
and he hires the agent to do the bribing. 

The real Anarchist, as Mr. Harlan says, 
the real danger to the Republic, as Mr. 
Butterworth puts it, is not the profes- 
sional Anarchist, the hoodlum, or the mis- 
erable corruptionist whom the moneyed 
influence puts in office in order that it 
may bribe him to serve it. It is your 
“leading citizen,” who clothes himself in 
purple and fine linen, who announces 
through the newspapers his charity and 
his alms-giving, and who claims to mo- 
nopolize all the “respectability” there is 
in the community, 


FUNERAL CARS. 

It is quite natural for the undertakers 
and liverymen to object to the funeral 
car, but some of Mr. Bohle’s objections 
will hardly stand scrutiny. 

Mr. Bohle appears to think that one 
of the chief objections to funeral cars 
operated by the street car companies is 
the inherent tendency of the motorman to 
curse the conductor or of the conductor 
to curse the motorman, directly anything 
goes a trifle wrong. Mr. Bohle has a poor 
opinion of St. Louls street car men. As 
a whole they are remarkably well be- 
haved, and there is no reason to suppose 
that they would be less orderly when in 
charge of funeral cars than when running 
ordinary passenger cars. ' | 

The notion that a temporary track 
from the house to the funeral ear would 


be necessary is absurd. Bearers of the 


dead have not yet gone out of fashion, 
and the cases'in which coffins could not. 


be borne on men’s shoulders to the funera} 
cars would be comparatively few. At the 
cemetery doubtless tracks would be laid 
on the main drives if funeral cars began 
to be generally used, and such cars could 
enter the cemetery without any banging 
of bells, and take the coffin apd funeral 
party close to the grave in as orderly a 
manner as a hearse and a dozen coaches 
can do. 

Two benefits would probably result 
from the use of funeral cars. Expenses 
of funerals would be cut down, and the 
habit of certain hearse and coach drivers 
of stopping at saloons on the way to and 
from the cemetery would be done away 
with. These two advantages would be 
sufficient to make it worth while giving 
funeral cars a trial. 


SO-CALLED SMALL PREACHERS. 

The other day, at a church convention 
in Saratoga, N. Y,, somebody brought up 
the question of the average pastor, his 
sacrifices, hig duties, and his multifarious 
burdens, 

Of course the convention could not ex- 
haust the subject. It is inexhaustible. 
When we depreciate the church and its 
power for righteousness we make the pic- 
ture of the high-salaried preacher who 
lectures on politics and isms so large in 
the foreground that there is really no 
background left to show the multitudes 
of small-salaried or no-salaried pastors 
who make the church a saving force in 
society. 

There are countless thousands of men 
in the ministry whose lives are continued 
sacrifices. Many of them could coin their 
muscle into day wages and make more 
than their congregations pay them. 
Many more could use their abilities and 
influential connections to put them in 
more remunerative places. Now and 
then one of them yields the struggle in 
despair. But the mass toil on, fighting 
the world, the flesh and the devil to the 
end. 

These men are called the “small” 
preachers. They are the great preachers 
in the sense that they do all the great 
work which the church is doing in the 
world. The Saratoga convention does 
well to consider them.

And no such regard 
to public morals prevented the investigation 
of Capt. Chapman’s right to invade Sherry's 
resort. All the testimony was brought out 
at that investigation, including that of Lit- 
tle Egypt, and ft does not appear plain 
how public morals could be damaged any 
more than they already were. Rounders 
who are not millionaires, or the sons 
of millionaires, are not ina position 
to enjoy indecent revelry on the same 
luxurious scale as obtained at the Seeley 
affair, but they get there on a humbler 
scale, and, when they are caught, no 
squeamish regard for public morals acts as 
a bar to prosecution. 


No such squeamishness saved Oscar Wilde 
in London from trial and conviction. He 
was made to serve a term in prison, and 
the odium will not only cling to him for 
life, but his fate will be likely to have a 
deterring effect on others of his  bestial 
kind. The preservation of public morals 
idea might have been consistent if urged 
to prevent the raid, or if the details had 
never been given out by the police, but it 
seems a little late now. As it was the 
Seeley dinner and the publicity given to the 
details resulted in a prompt imitation of it 
by a lot of Cincinnati sap heads, followed 
by the Chicago episode. If the young 
scamps who participated in the first of 
these orgies had been promptly prosecuted 
and convicted, the lesson might have been 
taken to heart by their would-be imitators, 
The fact of the Chicago episode following 
so closely the decision of District Attorney 
Olcott has a tendency to prove that public 
morals would have been subserved better 
by a conviction than by condoning the of- 
fense committed.

Some time before that a man picked up on 
the streets was locked up as a drunk and 
died in his cell before it was discovered 
that he had not been drunk at all, There 
is too great a tendency on the part of the 
police to believe every man a drunk who is 
unconscious, so long as there are no visible 
marks of violence on his person. But even 
if a man is so drunk as to be unconscious 
he should not be thrust into a cell. When 
complete unconsciousness follows copious 
draughts of liquor—when a man is said to 
be dead drunk—he is in a more or less dan- 
gerous condition and should receive medical 
treatment. Acute alcoholism is a frequent 
cause of death. More humanity should be 
exhibited toward these unfortunates. It is 
bad enough for the police to blunder in 
cases of unconsciousness from unknown 
causes, but it does seem inexcusable for a 
Dispensary physician to be so grossly mis- 
taken in a diagnosis. 


This carelessness, or the tendency to take 
it for granted that all cases of unconscious- 
ness are attributable to the cup which ine- 
briates is not confined to St. Louls. It

Saturday’s Auction Sales Were Suc- 
cessful—General News About 
Real Estate Matters. 


The situation in real estate circles has 
been rather quiet throughout the week and 
with the exception of a few deals, nothing 
of importance has been done.

‘In regard to the outlook for business, 
I see the brightest kind of a future ahead. 
One great feature about the real estate 
business in th’s city is the recognized 
standing of our property in other cities— 
in the cities where the capitalists most do 
congregate. There has never been a first- 
class St. Lou's building or investment en- 
terprise that has not been eagerly sup- 
ported by out-of-town investors. I blush 
to acknowledge it, but it is, nevertheless, 
true that most of our big buildings have 
been put up with money obtained from out- 
side sources; and if the local men of 
money do not soon wake up from their 
lethargy, they will find all the ‘good 
things’ snapped up by the men of judgment 
jn other c'ties.

THE “PUSH” HOVERS ABOUT THE 


FOUR COURTS. 


TOM MULVIHILL’S POSITION. 


Prosecuting Attorney Denies Certain 
Rumors and Says He Will Per- 
sonally Try the Case.

Those belonging to the sub-strata of the 
political] world—commonly known as “the 
push”’’—have been as thick as flies in July 
the latter part of the week in and around 
the Court of Criminal Correction . 

Ed Butler has said to those who asked 
him his reason for visiting the Four Courts 
that trouble with the horseshoers led to his 
appearance in the buildings and others 
who travel in his class have given excuses 
as weak and as far-fetched. 

The fact of the matter is the “push” is 
much excited over the cases of the four 
election judges and one clerk that are on 
Judge Murphy's docket and are doing their 


utmost to prevent a successful prosecution 
and above all a conviction. 

They are meeting with poor success evi- 
dently, and are much worried, but between 
now and Wednesday, when the cases will 
come up for triai, they will use every effort 
ag their power to defeat the ends of jus- 

ce. 

Rumor has it that Prescutin Attorney 
Tom Mulvihill w.ll allow one of his assist- 
ants to try the cases on June 9. In support 
of th's it is stated that when the cases were 
called on the docket Thursday Mr. Mulyi- 
hill suddenly found that he had business 
elsewhere and left. Mr. Bass to care for the 
docket, 

From an tnterview had by a reporter for 
the Post-D-_spatch yesterday it igs evident 
the ‘‘push’’ have no favors to expect from 
Mr. Mulvihill, but much to fear. 

‘IT shall handle the cases personally,” he 
ga'd. “As I understand it the evidence is 
direct, and to the point, and I think there 
is no doubt but convictions wiil be secured. 
No, the trials will not be conducted by any 
of my assistants. 

‘*The first of the week I shall confer with 
Chairman Jones and Secretary Saunders 
of the Board of Election Commissioners’ 
Office, and shall go carefully over the evi- 
dence with them. 

“Yes, I have heard it said that I avoided 
the cases Thursday. Such, however, is not 
a fact. The records w.l) show the cases 
were continued on the Judge’s own motion. 
The docket was congested on that day, and 
there was no time for an extended trial. I 
knew the cases were to be continued when 
I left the court room, and as the State 
merely needed a representative present to 
acquiesce in the continuance, Mr. Bass 
could do that as well as I.’’ 

‘You have seen the ward heelers around 
him, have you not?’ 

“*Yes,”’ said Mr. Mulvihill. “They were 
out {n numbers Thursday and I expect om 
will hang around next week. But I tell 
you positively not one has spoken to me 
on the subject, and it would be waste of 
worde for any one to do so. I shall prose- 
cute those cases to the end and to the 
best of my ability.”’ 

Lawyers agree that no more flagrant vio- 
lation of the election laws ever came be- 
fore the courts in St. Lou's than that in- 
volved 'n these cases. Not only were the 
laws violated, but there was an utter dis- 
regard for all rules laid down for the con- 
duct of judges and clerks at polling places, 
by the statutes of the State. . 

The men who will be tried for this grave 
offense are:. C. William Mueller, Republi- 
can, 2226 Biddle street; James Moran, 
Democrat, 2401 Biddle street; C. H. Schok- 
miller, Republican, 2228 Biddle street; Thos. 
F... Carey, Democrat, 1114 North Jefferson 
avenue, and Thomas F, Dunn, Democrat, 
2320 O’Fallon street. 

Dunn was a clerk and the four otliers 
were judges at the Ninth Precinct, Four- 
teenth Ward, at the election for members 
of the School Board held on Tuesday, May 


18. 

The other’clerk at the polling place was 
Edward R. Johnson, a Republican, and his 
testimony will be used in addition to the 
documentary evidence in possession of the 
Election Commissioners. 

Johnson’s story as related to the Elec- 
tion Commissioners and published exclui- 
sively in the Post-Dispatch at the time 
the arrests were made was to this effect: 

Early on the morning of ‘election day the 
poll books were signed by all the judges 
and clerks and other documents which 
would have to be turned in after the ballot 
boxes were closed were treated likewise. 
This—an action in direct violation of the law 
—Wwas done to save time, so one or two of the 
judges said. 

After the polls closed and the count of the 
ballots began Johnson became convinced 
that irregularities were being perpetrated, 
and he remonstrated, ut to no 
avail. As the count proceed:d he 
saw that two of the judges were doctoring 
the returns to suit themselves, paying little 
or no heed to the ballots that were being 
counted but placing numbers at random op- 
posite candidates’ names. 

Johnson finally leaned over, seized a pen 
and scratched his name from the poll] book. 
For this he was cursed and finally knocked 
down. He does not know who hit him the 
first blow, but believes everybody in the 
room took a whack at him. 

When he finally made his escape his eyes 
were blacked and he was a subject for the 
surgeon. ‘ 

The day following, Wednesday, May 19, 
he appeared before the Election Comm:s- 
sioners and related what had occurred. 
The poll books from Precinct 9, Ward 14, 
were examined and every evidence of 
fraud was found. In spite of the fact that 
but ninety-seven ballots were cast the 
check numbers opposite the candidates 
called for over 600 votes and besides the 
discrepancy in the totals awarded each 
candidate were so glaring that one could 
not help but see there had been juggling 
With the figures. 


The Election Commissioners were anxious | 


to at once place the facts before the Grand- 
jury, but that body not being in session, 
they recited the facts to Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Johnson, who made the in- 
formations, and caused warrants to issue.

OF CHARITIBS. 


MRS. INGALLS TALKS OF NEEDED 
REFORMS. 


CARE OF INSANE . PAUPERS. 


St. Louis Woman Claims That They 
Are Not Properly Cared For 
in Missouri. 


The new State Board of Charities and 
Corrections, created by the last Legislature 
and appointments to which were made by 
Governor Stephens, under an emergency 
clause of the act, so that reports could be 
made available at once, has about concluded 
its work of inspection, of the various insti- 
tutions within its scope. . They comprise 
every charitable and corrective institution 
in the State, county, city and township— 
that ts In any way helped from the State, 
city or county revenues. 

The board consists of six members. The 
State is divided into three districts, West- 
ern, Eastern and Southeastern. Gov 
Stephens appointed men to fill the places of 
the Northwestern and Southeastern dis- 
tricts, but for the Southwestern and the 
Northeastern districts two ladies were ap- 
pointed. 

One {is Miss Mary Perry, a sister-in-law of 
ex-Secretary Francis of the Interior De- 
partment at Washington, and the other Mrs. 
F. H. Ingalls of Westminster place, wife 
of a well-known St. Louls business man, 
and President of the local W. C. T. U. 

The two ladies had little time to work 
together and they divided their responsi- 
bilities. They hunted through the Ozark 
region somewhat together, but when they 


neared St. Louis they divided their forces. 

Mrs. Ingalis took the Poor Farm, the 
Work-house and the Woman's Hospital. 
Miss Perry took the City Jail, the Clayton 
Jail, che St. Ann’s Asylum and 60 on, 

The ladies are not through yet. On Sat- 
urday Miss Perry visited the Mayor, and a 
rumor got out that she had someth.ng 
dreadful to say about the conduct of the 
City Jail, but her sister commissioner, Mrs. 
Ingalle, laughed at that idea. “ 

‘‘Miss Perry is a delightful woman,” she 
said, “but I doubt from my knowledge of 
her, that she is ready to make a vigorous 
report on anything, She has no idea of that 
kind in her head. Miss Perry is very con- 
servative. She sees things in her way, and 
nobody is likely to find out what she thinks 
in advance, 

“No, I do not know Miss Perry intimately, 
We are simply associated on the board. 
was with her but a short while. Under our 
agreement, she did one set of institutions, 
I did another. 

“You understand our officlal reports must 
be made to the Governor, and so they will 
be, but I can’t help saying one or two things 
in advance. You can’t keep a woman quiet 
ir the face of wrong. Oh, dear no; I’m not 
critic!sing officials or anybody, but sys- 
tems must be changed in this State with 
reference to pauper charity. Miss Perry 
and I saw enough in the County Poor 
Houses, the pauper insane wards and 
among the country peomse in charge of such 
unfortunates, to call for prompt legislative 
action. 

“Why, it is shameful. We found in some 
of the counties that the Sheriffs in charge 
of the insane poor have hardly a concep- 
tion of what the word ‘insane’ means. They 
huddle the paupers—idle, indolent, vicious, 
insane—together and the result you may 
imagine. Actually one Sher .ff sa'd to us 
of a wretched, insane woman at a poor 


farm: 

“‘T hardly know what to make of this 
patient. She haz had three children since 
she has been here and I can’t make her 
understand that this is no place to have 
children,’ 

don't you send her husband 
elsewhere?’ we both said. 
R aa you, dear Madame, she has no hus- 
and.”’ 

Mrs. Ingalls, who had been excited, 
blushed a little when eghe said this, but her 
anger rose again, and she added:

ty. 

“The remedy? It ts staple, Do not per- 
mit paupers in charge of the county or 
State to associate as to sexes, Married 
paupers should be sent apart as far as the 
confines of the State. It does not become 
me to remind the authorities of their duties 
concern’ng the others. If they do not know 
it already, nothing that we could say would 
enlighten them, 

“The feeble-minded children, born tn these 
institutions, or of parents ready or willing 
to enter them, are a pitiable sight. We 
saw enough to make the heart bleed. My 
own experience right here in St. Louls, at 
the Poor Farm, Insane Ward and Woman's 
Hospital, is eneuge to inspire the heart. It 
was simply awful. 

“I won't give an idea even of my report. 
We have no reports anyhow, except as we 

ive a report of our Individual observations.

“I know what I, as an individual member 
of the board, feel I ought to urge. The

PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


70,000 MEALS. WERE SERVED. 


Detailed Statement of How the Poor 
and Friendless Have Been 
Succored. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the St. Louis Provident Association, held 
at the central office, reports in detail of the 
operations of the association for six months 
ending May 1, were made, of which Dr. 
Thos. M. Finney, the General Manager, has 
prepared and presented the following sum- 
mary statement: 

St. Louis Provident Association, Semi-An- 
nual Report, Nov. 1, 1896, to May 1, 1897.— 
The destitution and distress prevailing last 
winter has been unprecedented in the entire 
history of the Provident Association, and I 
believe. also greater than ever heretofore in 
our city. The statistics of the first six 
months of our fiscal year, ending May l, 
have been carefully tabulated and show in 
the several tables an increase of help 
needed and extended from two to three-fold 
greater than in any former year, not ex- 
ceptin the extraordinary distress during 
the winter of 1893-4. There have been 7,254 
different applicants, of which 5,251 were 
families and 2,003 homeless men and women, 
and numbering, including children, 21,167 dif- 
ferent persons, Relief in various forms and 
in almost every form of need has been sup- 
plied 72,802 times, The following exhibit 
shows the supply of the only necessaries of 
life, and as compared with the correspond- 
ing period of six months the previous year.

The most judicious and helpful relief, 
however, has been that afforded by our 
several industrial agencies, consisting of 
wood yard, laundry and sewing rooms, 
with which are connected men’s and 
women’s lodges and day nursery. It fs 
self-help, by which self-respect is main- 
tained and precluding the demoraliz.ng 
tendency of alms. In those several depart- 
ments work has been given 16,980 times, 
amounting to 14,363 days’ work, by which 
wages in cash, provisions, fuel, clothing, 
rent, transportation and various sundries 
have been earned. One of the uses of the 
cheap meals furnished had a similar aim, 
by which individuals and families having 
a very narrow income procured wholesome 
food at inconsiderable cost and were thus 
saved from the necessity of begging and 
dependen# on alms. During the four 
months the restaurant was opened 70,131 
meals were served. Each article on the 
bill of fare was 1 cent, and the average 
payment per meal was 3% cents. 
he reasons for requiring aid were for the 
most part being out of work, in many cases 
sickness and old age, and a large number of 
widows and deserted wives with small chil- 
dren. A noticeable fact has been the un- 
usually large proportion of mechanics and 
clerks, who have never before applied for 
relief, and as our investigation shows, were 
driven to it by the entire destitution of food 
and fuel. There were of this class of ap- 
licants nearly as many as that of unskilled 
aborers, who constitute in ordinary years 
a@ very large per cent. of ou¢-of-work cases. 
In the department for tigiepecial care of 
the sick two trained nu are employed 
for visitation at their homes, procuring 
medical aid, supplying medicines, sick-diet 


' and clothing for the bed and person and se- 


uring sanitation of the sick room. Num- 

r of cases attended, 449; visits, 3,571; sick- 
diet, 1,164 times; prescriptions, 711; clothing, 
1,818 pieces, medical attendance procured 82 
times and hospital treatment 26 times. 

In all the extraordinary demands upon the 
association its methods of investigation be- 
fore relief, except in emergency cases, when 
temporary relief was promptly supplied, 
have bben strictly adhered to. There were 
17,883 original visitations and special calls 
made at the homes of applicants having 
families, thus securing the most careful dis- 
crimination in regard to the desert and ex- 
tent of assistance needed. Including miscel- 
laneous calls, 17,893 calls have been made. 
The necessity and value of such inspection 
are shown in the fact that of th families 
applying for aid, on visitation, 951 were 
found not requiring or on various accounts 
not entitied to it, and in 596 cases there 
were false or mistaken addresses given, 
Among homeless men the detection of im- 
posture by the labor test was 15 per cent; of 
he 3,473 permits to the wood yard to work 
for meals and lodgings and other aid 536 
were not ge Since the aentral office 
Was established four years ago there has 
been a reductton from year to year of the 
per cent of attempted imposture, the rate 
previous to that date among both families 
and homeless men being nearly 50 per cent. 
‘That rate, indeed, is the usual estimate of 
the imposture and waste attending the in- 
discriminate private benevol nce so common 
community. It may be large- 
ly avoided by reference of all cases of un- 
known applicants to this association b 
the uss of books of reference cards, whic 
will be furnished on application at central 
office free of charge. Very many such 
cases will be found already known; or if not, 
the cas» will be investigated without charge 
and report made. 

During the last eighteen months, including 
the period of the cyclone relief and em- 
bracing two winters, thers have been con- 
tinuous and intensé labors required of the 
working force of the Association and at 
times for months the labors were necessar- 
fly protracted till midnight and without ex- 
tra compensation, Our records are com- 
pletely ted to date; they show the treat- 
Ment of every case dealt with, the kind, 
extent and financial value of relief extended 
and how every dollar was exp?nded. The 
public. are requested to visit the central 
office and mak> themselves acquainted 
with the mrethods and operations of the 
association in all departments of its work.

PICKINGS FROM 
THE PATENT OFFICE, 


WEEKLY RESUME OF USEFUL 
ARTICLES WHICH HAVE 
BEEN PATENTED. 


Firemen’s spectacles or eye-protectors 
are formed with domed discs of wire 
gauze fitted in a holder and held in place 
by a rubber strap around the head. 

A newly-designed nickel-in-the-slot ma- 
chine for street cars and railway stations 
stamps the date and time of purchase on @ 
ticket or exchange before delivery. 

An automatic pipe coupling recently pat- 
ented is formed of a_ grooved section 
mounted on each end of the hose to slide 
over each other until the openings are op- 
posite, when two spring clamps lock them 
in place, 

Air is injected into bread dough during 
the process of mixing in a new machine 
so that the dough will rise by the expan- 
sion of the air when heated, thus doing 
away with the use of yeast in raising the 
bread. 

To prevent jar and concussion to a horse 
by his feet striking the hard pavements, 
a tapered pad of rubber projects through 
a hole in the shoe to deaden the force of 
the blow of the shoe as the horse sets his 
feet down. 

To keep a plano player’s wrists in a 
proper position and prevent their dropping 


down below the line of the keyboard a 
bracket is placed at each end of the plano 
to support a rod running across in front 
of the keys. 

To prevent all unfairness in the starting 
of bicycle racers a new invention is made 
of an inclined plane for each wheel to 
rest on, the back wheels being held fast 
by a series of bolts, which are withdrawn 
simultaneously by the starter. 

An orchard ladder recently patented is 
fitted with a pair of wheels at the ends of 
the supports and two handles project from 
the sides of the ladder in front so it can 
easily be wheeled around for trimming the 
trees or picking apples. 

In a new electric advertising device a 
series of glass tubes are bent to form 
letters with a wire running through them 
to be illuminated by the current of elec- 
tricity, the whole sign being inclosed in a 
glass bulb to exclude the air. 

To prevent the clogging of wicks in round 
burners a new wick raiser is formed of 
an upright spiral set in the side of the 
burner to turn a pair of toothed spindles 
on opposite sides of the wick, thus raising 
both sides simultaneously. 

Shoe strings are safely tied without the 
use of knots by means of a new device 
which fastens to the shoe upper near the 
top eyelets, being formed of a disc or 
plate, with a curved clip projecting from 
the side into which the string is forced. 

To assist in holding tools on a revolvin 
stone for grinding a new device is forme 
of a grooved block set in a frame and 
clamped by thumb-screws so it can be 
tilted to any desired angle, thus holding 
the tool in one position and giving it an 
even edge. 

Mops and brushes for scrubbing purposes 
are made to last twice as long by means 
of a new device which consist of a clamp- 
ing frame which holds a bunch of fibres 
by their center, leaving the ends free for 
use by turning the brush over in its handle. 

Door mats are being made with recess 
or opening in the center of the woven fiber 
to receive a scraper, which is hinged to 
one side of the opening to be raised into 
position when wanted for use and dropped 
down even with the mat when not wanted. 

In a new crutch for invalids the wooden 
head is hollowed out and fitted with a 
pneumatic cushion having an _ inflating 
valve in the under side, with a coverin 
of leather to inclose both the head an 
cushion and a hollow cushion at the bot- 
tom of the crutch. 

A simple advertising device zont patented 
consists in placing a printed circular inside 
the spools on which machine thread is 
wound, a piece of paper being placed over 
each end to hold it in place until it is forced 
out by placing the spool on the spindle of 
the sewing machine. 

A new idea in road maps for cyclers and 
drivers consists in printing the outline of 
a road on a long strip of paper, which is 
wound on two drums in front of the rider, 
and may be operated by a thumb wheel on 
one of the drums to show the route as the 
driver passes. 

Barbers will appreciate a new combi- 
nation omgnes for their use, which consists 
of a pair of shears with a comb clamped to 
one of the blades in the proper position to 
raise the hair in position to be cut, thus do- 
ing away with the necessity of holding a 
separate comb in the hand. 

In a new blackboard eraser the felt pad 
forming the face is perforated and fitted 
with grooves opening into the hollow back 
of the eraser to catch the dust instead of 
allowing it to scatter around the room, an 
aperture being made in the back to re- 
ot Na the dust when the eraser becomes 
ull, 

An automatic lighter for kerosene 'amps 
has a revolving drum, on which is wound 
a narrow strip of paper, to which are glued 
fulminate caps at short intervals, a fric- 
tion disc being attached to the burner to 
igarte the fulminate and light the lamp as 
the roll of paper is pulled along. 

To carry an extra person on a bicycle a 
Michigan man has invented a device con- 
sisting of a seat attached to a bar project- 
ing from the center brace out in front of 
the head, the seat being placed a little to 
one side, and a dress guard and foot-rest 
extending down near the ground on the 
other side. 

A handy hitching weight is made of a 
cast fron body, in which a spring drum is 
mounted to wind and unwind the hitching 
strap, a bale being attached to the weight 
to lift it, the advantage being that the 
strap is not loose in the wagon to catch a 
person’s feet nor slack when in use to en- 
tangle the horse.

THAT IS WHAT ST. LOUIS PAID 
OUT LAST WEEK. 


A BAD SEASON FOR FRUITS. 


The Cool Weather Knocked the De- 
mand for Foreign Fruits Into 
a Cocked Hat. 


Last week disclosed the finest display 
of home-grown strawberries in the history 
of the trade and possibly the largest crop 
yet raised. Two of the best posted opera- 
tors on the etreet figured out yesterday the 
receipts for each day of the week, including 
the farmers’ sales on the street and in the 
various markets, and also what is left w‘th 
the stores and commission houses. A close 
conservative estimate made the figures 18,- 
000 drawers each day, or 9,000 cases, equal- 
ing eighteen cars at 500 cases to the car. 
Several individual firms had ag many as 
2,000 drawers on certain days. The prices 
during the week| averaged from 80 to 60 
cents a drawer, or in shipping order, $1.10 
to $1.30 per case of twenty-four quarts, in- 
cluding the cost of the cases. 

At an average for the week of 55 cents 
without the cases the money paid the farm- 
ers was $9,900 daily. This estimate does not 


include what farmers took direct to private 
families, friends and customers. Over $10,- 
000 a day was paid for berries. 


The strawberry traffic overshadows all 
others now in the fruit and produce quar- 
ters. The luscious berry is so abundant and 
cheap that the dealers throughout the city 
are running on them largely to the neglect 
and exclusion of nearly all other compet- 
ing fruits. The situation will remain un- 
changed this week, and after that more at- 
tention will be g.ven to other products. The 
petncipal buyers all week were the canning 
aciories and car lot shippers. The ship- 
ments averaged six and eight cars daliy, or 
nearly half the receipts. he canners came 
next as consumers. There were no attrac- 
pre pee markets. The crop was uni- 

sal, 


The tomato market was surprisingly ac- 
tive all week and the receipts were for sale 
at good prices. Two cars recived Friday, 
1,600 crates, from Crystal Springs, Miss., 
sold within a few hours after arrival at 
$1.50 a crate, over $3 a bushel. Another car 
from the same place Friday evening brought 
nearly as much and yesterday the market 
was almost bare again. The rapid sale at 
the figures mentioned surprised the trade. 
Big receipts are announced for Monday. 


Watermelons have met with a chilly re- 
ception here so far—a protracted cool spell 
that spoils the appetite for them—although 
the first car received last Monday from 
Florida brought a big price. Another car 
equally fine is due to-morrow. 


A monkey-faced ow! is the latest attrac- 
tion among the Third street commission 
houses and a large crowd can be found 
any hour, gazing at the big silent bird 
in front of the store where it is boxed. 


Not for years have local speculators and 
shippers found it so difficult to find outside 
markets for strawberries, gooseberries and 
green peas. The local crops of each are 
enormous, but distributing them as suc- 
cessfully as heretofore is out of the ques- 
tion. od weather and favorable condi- 
tions generally conspired to make these 
crops universal this season, and there are 
no good markets accessible. 


Pineapples are in the greatest abundance 
and very cheap, $7 to $10 per 100 being the 
figures for the bulk of the offerings. Flor- 
ida was never so well represented, a num- 
ber of cars having been already received 
from__—itthere. Cuba stock (via New 
York) is also in evidence, several shipments 
having come in during the week. The Cu- 
bans cannot get much out of their “pines” 
at this rate. 


The dealers.in foreign fruits are disgusted 
with the situation and prospects. The 
weather remains steadily so cool that the 
prices of lemons are not even asked for by 
visitors, while the orange trade is dead 
and season practically over. They are ex- 
periencing a period of rest or seclusion or 
oblivion they do not relisn, and any change 
they assert could not render the situation 
any worse. The market is so flooded with 
strawberries and othe?r small fruits which 
occupy the attention of dealers that little 
relief is looked for before the latter part of 
this month or Fourth of July. 


The market is fairly deluged with cucum- 
bers, carload after carload came in from 
Louisiana and adjacent States until the 

rices ruling almost reached the level of 

reight charges. Some truckers down in 
Texas, who have been shipping by express, 
will be surprised at the returns they will re- 
ceive. Several such lots have been offered 
ante for the express charges in the last few 
ays.

THE SPECULATOR. 


NOTHING TO DELIGHT EITHER 
BULLS OR BEARS. 


CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


The Indications Are That There Will 
Be a Demand for No. 2 


Thé speculative pusiness in the grain 
market last wéek was far from satisfac- 
tory, both ag regards prices and volume. 

For the first few days there was 4 steady 
decline, but later there was a slight reac- 
tion, which, while it was not maintained, 
seemed to cause a growing disinclination to 
sell short at the present prices. 

On Friday, however, there was another 
slump which was repeated on Saturday 
owing to the fact that English markets 
were closed for the Whitsuntide holidays, 
and dn anticipation of a dull market Mon- 
day on account of Chicago markets being 
closed on that day. 

Trading was generally in smal] quantities 
and somewhat scattering, but the undertone 
is somewhat better and the heavier traders 
are beginning to express the opinion that 
the spread between St. Louis and Chicago 
on July Wheat under existing circumstances 
is entirely too narrow. 

he news is also beginning to change, and 
foreign markets do not respond as readily 
to declines on this side as they did last 
week, 

Our visible supply Is decreasing rapidly, 
export clearances for the week were heavy, 
local stocks are dwindling rapidly and re- 
ceipts, both here and in the Northwest, are 
growing light. 

The statistical position was never strong- 
er than itis now. Our visibie supply is only 
about one-half as large as it was a year ago, 
_ foreign stocks are below the danger 

ne, 

The heavy export clearances prove that 
Europe is still taking our wheat, and at the 
presert rate our stocks will be complete:y 
exhausted by the time the new crop becomes 
available. 

There is an entire absence of demand at 
present and a lack of confidence on the part 
of traders, but the market is in such a 
condition that the least improvement in the 
demand for wheat or flour, either at home 
or abroad, would cause a sudden and sharp 
upturn, 


The entire stock of contract wheat in St. 
Louis is only about 100,000 bushels, which is 
in the hands of a few individuals, over three- 
fourths of it being in one elevator. With a 
reorganization of the elevattor interests 
there will undoubtedly be strong efforts 
made to bring wheat enough to St. Louis 
to fill the empty bins and to make the eleva- 
tors pay, and this will necessitate some ad- 
vance in prices. 

The high pricés realized by the few farm- 
ers who held their wheat last season will 
be likely to prove a,.lesson to others, and 
those who are able to carry their wheat 
will not be in a hurry to sell this year un- 
less they can get a reasonable price. 

Harvesting is under way in some parts of 
Oklahoma and Texas, but there will be no 
movement of new wheat in this vicinity for 
some time. 

The indications are for an average crop 
of winter wheat, and a spring wheat crop 
slightly above the average, but this with the 
reserves exhausted does not warrant ex- 
tremely low prices. 

The foreign situation remains practically 
unchanged, France will undoubtedly be 
an importer, although the weather of late 
has been more favorable both in France 
and England. 

The situation in. Russia is, as usual, an 
uncertainty, but the reports are generally 
favorable. Australia and India are likely 
to be importers, and Argentine cannot be 
be relied upon for any great amount of 
wheat. 

California promises to harvest a full av- 
erage crop, while the wheat in Washington 
and Oregon is in*a promising condition. 

The fact remging, however, that it will 
require more than an average crop to sat- 
isfy’ the requirements for the coming 
season, and replenish the depleted stocks 
in this country a Burope. we 

It is admitted by all parties that the win- 
ter wheat crop in the 
ryeh ie | tributary. to St. uis will be 
decidedly short, and {n order to attract 
shipments to this market our traders will 
be compelled to pay nigh enough prices to 
compensate for the difference in freight 
rates between this and other points. : 

It is also admitted that in Chicago stocks 
of wheat are very low, and traders in the 
Windy City have been paying 2 cents over 
July price for No. 2 spring wheat. 

Now, in order to replenish their stocks 
of wheat in time for July delivery Chicago 
traders will be compelled to draw supplies 
of old spring and Northern wheat from 
Minneapolis, or new wheat from the winter 
wheat belt. . But prices are higher in Min- 
neapolis at present than they are in Chi- 
cago, and this will compel St. Louis and 
Chicago to bid against each other for the 
small amount of new No. Red winter 
wheat, which will be available for July de- 
livery. 

Speculators are depending upon the fact 
that as spring wheat will not be deliverable 
on contracts for distant months, holders 
will be anxious to dump all of their spring 
wheat on the market in July, but, with No. 
2 spring wheat bringing 2 cents more than 
July and yr afm | into consideration the 
small stock of wheat on hand in Chicago, 
this does not seem probable. 

Stocks in the Northwest are below the 
danger line, and receipts are falling off 
rapidly. 


July wheat closed at 68%c, %c up from 
the bottom, but a net loss for the week of 
1%c. August lost 1c also oe the 
week and September wheat closed 1c 
lower than a week ago. ‘ 

The cash market is not in as bad condi- 
tion as that of futures, as the offerings are 
extremely light, but millers are unwilling 
to buy on a declining market, and export- 
ers are out altogether. 

Cash corn, especially white, suffered 
some in a get ye 4 with wheat, but futures 
are strong and higher than they were a 
week ago, July corn showing a net gain of 
ie and meg ig? a gain of (2G "ee. 

The market in cash oats is also weak 
and lower, although holders are making 
strong efforts to prevent a decline in 
prices. Receipts are very heavy. 

Futures are dull and dragging, as specu- 
lators are inclined to keep out of the 
market. + 

The flour trade reports a little better for- 
eign trade, owing to the decline in wheat 
prices, but the local trade is extremely dull 
and Southern orders are falling off. 

The output of flour from the mills of St. 
Louis and vicinity for the week was 31,400 
barrels, as compared with 38,300 barrels for 
the previous week.

THE EXCHANGE MARKET IS IN A 


A GOOD TIME TO 


There Has Been Quite a Stirring of Old 
Bones in Speculative 
Circles. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 5.—The 
Advertiser says: 

The distinguishing feature of the week 
has been the stirring among the seemingly 
dry bones of speculation. True to its tra- 
ditions Wall street has been early on the 
alert to note the signs of the times and to 
discount the future. We have as a founda- 
tion to build on the great fact that quite a 
large business is doing on what might be 
called a “spot cash” basis. Trade at pres- 
ent is unusually sound in this respect, There. 
is very little wind in the exchange s, which 


is the main reason, together with the com- 
paratively low prices now she mae why bank 
clearings do not reflect more fully the in- 
crease itn the volume of trade. 

Secondly, as has been many times pointed 
out, the international relations of the coun- 
try in wa financial sense are unusually fav- 
orable.; This is, above all others, the time 
when gold naturally flows to Europe, yet 
in spite of the fact that European changes 
are such as to attract every dollar of gold 
that can possibly be drawn from this coun- 
try, we have shipped less than $3,000,000 a 
week on an average, since the movement 
began. The sveaeety stock of gold is 
large, and moreover there seems to be a 
certain trend of gold into the asoneaey all 
the time, which robs the comparatively 
small export movement of all its danger. 

The export movement of produce con- 
tinues on a generous scale, and so far as 
can- be seen at the present time, there will 
be a good market abroad this year for our 
surplus wheat. In a word, the exchange 
market this year for the first time in quite 
a number of years at this season, has no 
terrors for the financial ao mmag aap and 
this is a most important factor in the sit- 
uation, as anyone will admit. 

Look at it how we may, the future is full 
of hope. The theory of cycles calls for a 
movement of expansion to run at least 
three or four years, and where the bottom 
facts are in accord with a theory, the ¢he- 
ory has a very excellent chance of fulfill- 
ment. It does not seem very rash now to 
recommend the purchase of good securities 
at. present prices. Unless all signs fail,

Willlam G. Jackson is a thrifty colored 
man, who belteves in making provision for 
a rainy day. Acting on this theory, he in- 
vested in an accident insurance policy sev- 
eral months ago. Now he is asking the 
company to pay a novel claim. The negro 
wants to be recompensed for time spent 
in jail. This claim is based on the assertion 
that his jail incarceration was due to an 
accident, and, therefore, comes within the 
scope of accident insurance, 

It is likely that the claim will be satisfied 
in full, for the insurance people incline to 
the belief that in getting in jail Jackson 
was really the victim of an accident. 

Jackson is employed at the Edison Illum- 
inating Works, Nineteenth and Gratiot 
streets. His duties compel him to rema:n 
at the works until midnight. One Satur- 
day night he was going home, he says, and 
at Twenty-fret and Chestnut streets he 
was assaulted and robbed. He was mounted 
on a bicycle,and although the robbers pulled 
him off the wheel, they allowed him to re- 
tain it. Jackson did not take kindly to be- 
ing held up by marauders, and he searched 
for a policeman. He couldn't find one, 80 
he kept on going. Finally he arrived at the 
Seventh District Station, which was on his 
way home. He told the officer in charge 
what had happened to him. an.

After his release, Jackson went back to 
the station where he was first imprisoned. 
There he demanded the return of his bicycle.

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THE GREAT FIRE BRICK 
INDUSTRY OF ST. LOUIS. 


It Represents $5,000,000 Investment and $25,000,- 
000 Annual Sales—Interesting and Intricate 
Methods of Manufacture. 


Within the corporate boundaries of the 
city of St. Louis there are located perhaps 
a dozen concerns engaged in a line of busi- 
ness about the workings of which the pub- 
lic is poorly informed, but which is, never- 
theless, one of the leading industries of the 
city. Thie isthe manufacturing of fire 
brick in the varioug: forms {n which it its 
used. To the casual observer of such things 
the manufacture of fire brick means the 
digging of certain adaptable clays and their 
burning into bricks of various sizes and 
shapes, a very prosaic process. As a mat- 
ter of fact the operation of making fire 
brick is one of the most interesting that 
can be found and it is one that requires 
great knowledge and care and the invest- 
ment of a large amount of capital and the 
employment of a great number of men of 
various grades of skill, from the common 
day laborer to the expert chemist. 

The concerns engaged in this line of busi- 
nese in St. Louis in a large way are as 
follows: 

The Christy Fire Clay Co., manufacturers 
principally of fire brick, technically known 
as “‘glass house supplies.” 

The Blackmer & Post Pipe Co., manufact- 
urers: of sewers pipe exclusively. 

Evans & Howard, manufacturers of sew- 
er pipe, gas retorts and fire brick. 

The Laclede Fire Brick Manufacturing 
Co., manufacturers of sewer pipe, gas re- 
torts and fire brick. 

Parker-Russell Mining and Manufactur- 


ing Co., manufacturers of gas retorts, fire’ 


brick and fire-proofing for bu'Iding. 
Mississippi Glass Co., manufacturers of 
fire brick as an incidental to their glass 
business. 
In addition to these there are perhaps 
half a dozen other concerns of lesser im- 
portance engaged in the same lines. 


The combined property and plant invest- 
ments of these concerns will reach the 
enormous total of $5,000,000. Their annual 
business transactions will exceed $25,000,000, 
making this one of the most important in- 
dustries of St. Louls. 

In addition to being an important com. 
mercial line among the ay big interests 
that are located in St. Louis, the volume 
of business transacted in fire brick makes 
this the greatest market in the world for 
the manufacture and sale of fire brick of 
the various kinds. 

This city is without a competitor further 
west than Germany in the preparation of 
high-grade clays used fm the manufacture 
of what are Known as “giass-house sup- 
plies.’” These supplies are the blocks and 
stones for making the great glass-meltin 
tanks. To make them a peculiar quality o 
clay is required. There is an inexhaustible 
vein of this clay in the southwestern part 
of the city and the same quality is to be 
found nowhere else in the United States in 
a large enough quantity to make it com. 
marca ey valuable. 

The other kinds of clay are found else. 
where, re in Colorado, but the great 
lead in the business that the St, uls 
firms have gained puts them beyond the 
possibility of ever taking second place, 


An idea of the greatness of this market 
in the lines here quoted can be gathered 
from the immensity of the territory covered 
by shipments made from here. 

Shipments of glass-house supplies are 
made from St. Louis to all parts of the 
United States, and to Canada and to Mexico, 
The heaviest business in, Dowereal with the 
great glass concerns in the natural gas belts 
of Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. An ef. 
fort has been made by local business men 
to induce some of the glass firms to locate 
here in order that they may get closer to 
their base of supplies im several of the ma.

The manufacture of fire brick is a most 
intricate and costly undertaking. At least 
two of the concerns here mentioned have

1,000,000, and other firms value their out- 
fits at from $200,000 to $750,000. This of 
course includes the value of the real estate, 
although one concern has over 500 acres of 
ones inside the —~ limits that for 

uilding purposes would in itself be worth 
a cool million. 

The making of fire brick for glass mak- 
ing requires the highest grade of clay. For 
this purpose it is necessary to have a brick 
that will stand a temperature of over 3,000 
degrees Fahrenheit. The temperature at 
which glass is sufficiently liquid for blow- 
ing or roving is 2,700 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Ithough all of the clay used in making 
fire brick is scarce, and nearly all of it 
must be mined underground like coal, that 
used for ordinary fire brick sewer pipes,gas 
retorts and fireproofing, need not be of 
such a high grade as the clay used in 
glass making. Sewer piping for instance is 
subjected to no heat at all, and the tem- 
oe with which the other grades are 
ikely to come in contact is never very 
great. Hence much of the lower grade 
clay is never seasoned or ‘“‘weathered,” as 
 aeneereny the case with the glass house 


The process of mining and preparing clay 
for glass-house use, as illustrated to a 
Post-Dispatch representative, is intensely 
interesting, more particularly cause of 
its novelty. In the district between Chip-

character. As far as known, it is the only 
vein of this clay in the United States. 

Here there is a mine, the shaft of which 
extends to a depth of 60 feet into the 
bowels of the earth. It is a mine in every 
sense of the word, and is timbered and 
shafted exactly lik@'a coal mine, and most 
of the miners are men who have worked in 
coal mines. The clay is in a wide and inex- 
haustible vein. There are cars and mules 
down in the tunnel of the mine and the 
clay, which has much the appearance of 
soapstone, is dug out by the miners, loaded 
into the cars and hauled to the shaft 
where it is taken to the surface. From 
there it is taken to the picking room and 
assorted as to grades. It is then “laid 
out,” in. the open air, and is “‘weathered,”’ 
or aired for two years before the first work 
of transforming it into commercial fire 
brick is begun.

The next process is to put the “ 
Clay into vats, where it is “wor 
boiling ter, that has previously been dis- 
tilled. All of the impurities are thus sep- 
arated and fall to the bottom of the vat, 
while the pure clay floats on the top in a 
semi-liquid state, having much the appear- 
ance of thick cream. It is then drawn oft 
through sieves, which remove the sand and 
remaining impurities, into settling bas.ns, 
where it stands for twenty-four hours. The

CHICAGO-ST. PAUL FIGHT. 


An All-Round Fight Is in the Wind— 
Western Roads to Abolish 
Homeseekers’ Excursions. 


CHICAGO, Ill, June 5.—The roads of the 
Central Passenger Committee have taken 
action regarding the issue of an_  inter- 
changeable mileage ticket that will be re- 
ceived with pleasure by the traveling men 
of the gountrity. They have decided that 
commencing about July 15 they will issue 
an interchangeable mileage ticket which 
will be good on all roads in the territory 
of the committee. 

Nearly seventy different lines have signed 
Aan agreement and the tickets will be placed 
on sale just as soon as the roads can make 
their arrangements for auditing the tickets. 
Chairman Donald, of the Central Passenger 
Committee, will have all the tickets in 
his possession and they will be printed by 
him and issued to the roads as they call 
for them. The roads will manage their own 
clearing house on the tickets and the Chair- 
man will have nothing to do with them 
directly after they have been given by 
him to the roads which are to handle 
them. 

There is great satisfaction among the 
roads in the Central Passenger Committee 
Which have for nearly two years been 
working to secure the adoption of an in- 
terchangeable mileage ticket, over the prac- 
tically unanimous consent that the roads 
have given to the plan. At one time last 
week it Was reported that no action would 
be taken regarding the issue of a ticket, 
but the thing is now definitely settled and 
the tickets will be ‘«sued and on sale by the 
middle of July at the latest.

CRAP SHOOTER SLASHES THREE 
MEN WHO WON. 


MURDER OVER TEN CENTS. 


One Man Dying at the Hospital, An- 
other Seriously Wounded, and a 
Third Cut in the Neck.

HANNIBAL, Mo., June 5.—Since the de- 
feat of Major C. N. Clark for Congressman 
in the First Congressional District, a com- 
plication has arisen that is very perplexing 
to the applicants for the Postmastership of 
Hannibal. It was generally understood that 
Major Clark would have the naming of the 
Postmasters in the district, and although 
there are five applicants for the Post-office 
in Hannibal he has been very cautions not 
to indorse any of them, although during his 
“still hunt’ campaign he smiled on each of 
them and gave them to understand that 
after the election their interests would be 
looked after. 

It now transpires that the defeated Con- 
gressman will be an applicant himself for 
the Post-office, and it is generally believed 
that he can secure the appointment. The 
office pays about $3,000 per year, and Major 
Clark is not the man to let a fat job like 
that slp through his fingers if he can help 
it, and certainly not if none better is in his 
grasp. It is true that he would like to have 
something better, a Consulship or some 
other sinecure position, but just now there 
is none in sight, especially for a man who 
did not have enough influence and support 
to carry his own town, or even his own pre- 
cinct. If Major Clark had made a strong 
race, even though he had been defeated, it 
would have given him more weight and in- 
fluence with President McKinley and Mark 
Hanna, and he would have been in a posi- 
tion to assist his friends. 

There are many Republicans in Hannibal 
who now declare that hée will have no more 
influence with the pie distributors than any 
otherordinary Republican politician. Butstill 
he has been besieged for the past two or 
three days with applicants for the various 
postoffices in the district, many of them 
believing that his simple indorsemént is 
all they need to insure their appointment. 
There is now a great scramble for the post- 
offices in the First District, for the ap- 
plicants were told during the campaign that 
as soon as the special election was over 
the appointments would be made. This 
was done to hold them in line and induce 
them to vote for Maj. Clark: but since the 
Waterloo very little attention is paid to 
their petitions. An effort will now be made 
to oust Postmaster Nickell, although his 
term will not expire until next May.

KAULING CLAIMS THE 
UNDER THE STATE LAW. 


HE’S LAZY AND WON'T WORK. 


Belief That the Statute Is Unconstitu- 
tional and a Supreme Court De- 
cision Is Cited. 


Mrs. Hubert Kauling of 5316 Pattison av- 
enue has a husband for sale. 7 

Negotiations for the sale were instituted 
in Justice Harmon’s court yesterday morn- 
ing. Through her attorney, Mrs. Kauling 
is proceeding under the provisions of chap. 
169, secs. 8,846 and 8,849 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1889. 

The substance of these sections is that 
anyone declared guilty of vagrancy and 
found guilty of such charge by a jury, may 
be sold at public auction for a term of siz 
months. Of course, this mearzis that the 
buyer mfly place the defendant in servitude 
for the length of time prescribed. 

Mrs. Kauling's story, as recited in her pe- 
tition, is that her husband has neglected to 


support her. In short the effect of her ac- 
cusation is that Kauling has that tired feel- 
ing—too lazy to work. Mrs. Kauling’s idea 
is to have him placed upon the biock, his 
services for six months sold to the highest 
bidder, the proceeds in excess of the al 
costs to go to her support. Next Thursday 
is the day set for the sale. 

St. Louls lawyers are much interested tn 
the Kauling case, Nearly every attorney in 
the city read the story in the Post-Dis+ 
patch P hae iy and much comment was 
created. It develops that the Supreme 
Court has ruled in a parallel case to that 
of Kauling that the act authorizing the 
sale of vagrants is unconstitutional. A 
» Sree complication of the statutes is also 

isclosed. It is generally agreed that the 
sale of Kauling will be a 
ae) standpoint. 

n page 83 of the 117th Missouri reports 
is the story of a negro by the name of 
Thompson who was arrested in Audrain 
county in 18938 on the same charge brought 
against Kauling. He was foun guilty of 
vagrancy. The constable took charge of the 
negro and announced the day of sale. Mean- 
while habeas corpus proceedings were in- 
stituted and the case reached the Supreme 
Court. On June 19, 1893, the court en banc 
ruled that the statue under which the ne- 
gro was to be sold was in contravention of 
the Federal Constitution and also of the 
State constitution. The negro was dis- 
charged from custody- without be!ng sold. 
The decision in this case was written by 
Judge Sherwood and the entire bench con- 
curred. 

Judge Withrow and other St. Louls at- 
torneys say that the Thompson case decided 
by the Supreme Court is exactly parallel 
with the Kauling case. } 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch talked 
with several prominent lawyers about the 
proposed sale of Kauling, and the universal 
opinion is that no matter how lazy he may 
be, his wife cannot effect a sale of him. 
There is a constitutonal amendment which 
declares against the savoluntary servitude 
of any citizen, except as punishment for 
crime—for instance, penitentiary convicts. 

Vagrancy may be called a crime, but it 's 
covered by another statute of later date. 
And therein lies the complication to which 
reference is made. Section 3841 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1889 provides for the pun- 
ishment of vagrancy by a fine or ja‘! im- 
prisonment itn lieu of the fine. This ie the 
act under which vagrants are usually pro- 
ceeded against.

erent forms of punishment 
vagrancy is due to an oversight of the 
Legislators who revise the statutes. The 
section providing for the sale of vagrants 
has been on the books for mary years, and 
none of the revising commissions have 
eliminated it, 

Attorney James M. Borton, who has an 
office in the Temple buliding, passed the 
greater part of his time yesterday after 
noon in reading the law on this subject 
and other attorneys in the Temple bufidin 
were equally interested. Mr. Barton atate 
as soon as he heard of the proposed sale 
of Kauling, that no such proceeding could 
be ‘had without being overruled by the Su- 
preme Cort. 

Judge Withrow told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch a story of vagrant selling. 

“Tt was a long while ago~—about 1850, I 
think.” said the Judge, “that I witnessed 
the sale of a man over at Rushville, Iil., 
my old home. I will never forget the scene 
as long as I live 1 was young then and 
the thought of a human being put on the 
auction block shocked me. The man was 
sold to the village blacksmith for the paltry 
surn of 50 cents. I never learned whether 
the investment proved profitable or not, 
In fact, I didn’t care.” 

It has been a long while since a case Ina 
Justice Court bas provoked so much com- 
ment by attorneys. Kauiling is not. espe- 
cially well informed in the law, and it Is 
said that he was somewhat anxious yes- 
terday about his future.

| OLE MAN” HONOR. 


HE SNARLED AT HIS ENEMIES. 


The Omuifest at Koerner’s Garden Was 
Remarkable for the Frankness 
of the Orators. 


Nobody but Chauncey I. Filley would ever 
have dreamed of giving a political fete 
champetre in a year immediately succeed- 
ing a national campaign. 

At least nobody ever did give such a 
fete, and so Mr. Filley must be credited 
with adding ancther laurel to his crown of 
originality. 

It is understood there is only one Filley, 
Napoleon said of Talleyrand: “If there 
were two of him, we would needs make 
way with one.” The unique, the startling, 


the unexpected are parts of his genius and. 


the devotion of his friendea is one of the 
anomalies of political history {in Missourl, 
for the old Republican leader loses nearly 
ais many battles as he wins. 

He and his friends are now etanding afar 
off from the Federal pie counter. He has 
mo political standing in Washington, no 
opportunity to reward his friends with of- 
fice, no chance to show the ward workers 
and manipulators his appreciation of their 
Services, except in eo far as the municipal 
jobs may be distributed amoong the faith- 
ful. 

So he decided to give a fete champetre. 
And guch a fete as it was. 

Away out on the King’s highway and 
Arsenal street is Koerner’s Garden, famous 
in local history as the place of Republican 


gatheriggs, of illimitable beer and summer 
theatridils. There Mr. iF lley gave his picnic. 

The people who attended it numbered at 
least 2,000 and the affair cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $3,000. Of course Mr. Filley was 
not required to go down in his new trouser’s 
pockets and withdraw any such sum. He 
simply paid his “share,”” which is estimated 
at $500. His political friends helped out with 
the rest. 

Precisely at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
“De Ole Man” walked majestically into 
Koerner’s Garden. He carried a cane and 
limped perceptibly on account of a weakness 
in one knee, remaining from the accident 
to his horse and buggy last year. He wore 
a new gray suit, just from the tailors, a 
long frock coat adding to the height and 
dignity of the man. His hat matched the 
suit—a sugar loaf gray. 

Several of the managers lolled listlessly 
about the door. Billy Hobbs was conspic- 
uous in welcoming guests, while ex-Treas- 
urer Foerstel pinned boutonnieres upon the 
coats of committee chairmen. 

Mr. Filley walked leisurely over the 
grounds and gave a grunt of approval at 
the arrangements. Ten minutes later the 
Filley lithographs were tacked up in every 
available place, and by actual count there 
were forty-one of them. 

The decorations of the garden were not 
profuse, but very effective. The pavilion 
Vas gracefully draped in scallops of the 
national colors, with straight-away flags 
about the railing. In the auditorium the 
posts were shrounded in perpendicular 
satrips of red, white and blue, and hanging 
from the eaves floated two dozen flags. 
Dependant from the roof, reaching from 
post to post in a semi-circular drop, were 
more flags, and the roses were tastefully 
adorned with flage in fan shape. 


By 4 o’clock the picknickers began to 
arr.ve in plentiful bunches. First. the 
Merchants’ League Club band of trumpet- 
ers, escorting the committees, who made a 
circuit of the grounds, then surrounded the 
hero of the occasion and gave three lusty 
cheers, 

Néar the entrance gate sat a typical group 
at a large round table. Mr. Filley, of course, 
was the center of it. Near were ex-Con- 

ressman Niedringhaus, who stroked his 

ard and made every effort to look pleas- 
ant; Dr. Preetorius of the Westlhche Post, 
who contemplated the scene without com- 
ment; Prof. Waterhouse of Washington 
University, to whom the “push” had to be 
introduced, as they weren't ‘‘onto his nobs 
with the gold screens;’’ Uncle Henry Ziec- 
enhein, who wore a red rose, and beamed 
upon ‘everybody, without respect to race or 
color, and Judge James E. Withrow, who 
s00n grew weary of the distinguished coterde 
and moved away. 

The Second Ward Club came in a proces- 
sion, each member wearing a gray suit and 
big white hat. They were in great humor, 
and insisted on shaking hands with the lead- 
er, who sat at the entrance gate. 

“Hullo!’’ said Mr. waeey, in his roughest 
voice. “Where'd you fellers get the hais?

He had not begun when a voice was heard 
in a high key, saying, “Dr. Boyd.”’ 

Mr. Filley had just assumed an oratorical 
attitude, but at this cry he smiled and the 
audience roared. 

“I personally, and. on behalf of the Re- 
publican organization of St. Louis, express 
pride in the presence of this magnificent 
gathering,’’ said Mr. Filley. 

“The Democratic newspapers want to 
know what this demonstration means. It 
speaks for itself. It is a recognition of or- 
ganized, ward-working Republicans. There 
are no sunflowers in this crowd. There 
was more patriotism expressed in the elec- 
tions of last November, April and May 
than were ever mahifested at an election in 
this State. It was organization of precincts 
that won us those victories in St. Louis, 
The ladies helped us. The wives and daugh- 
ters of Republicanism gave their support 
and I am only sorry I could not have ex- 
tended an invitation to the entire 65,000 
voters in this city to be here to-night. We 
have their representatives present, though, 
It was they who gave us a non-partisan 
Board of Education, Not one man pledged 
to anything, but an honest, unselfish board, 
pledged to the best interests of the public 
schools.

Man,” “cannot reak into my Republi- 
eanism. The Star Rovters can’t break in, 
either. We are the party! We are the 
party! And don’t you forget it!" 

Another outburst of plaudits showed the 
assembly who Was meant to be hit. 

“T am no pie-hunter. This gathering is 

jie enough for me. I told Gov. McKinley 
vefore his inauguration that wanted 
nothing at hie hands. But I did tell him 
we must have an American policy. I did 
say we must get &@ non-partisan tariff com- 
ion that will permamency settle the 
f question in the tnterest of all the 
le and not in the interest of any par- 
. When Congress gets through with the 
pending measure we will have this non- 
partiean commission.” 

Most of the audience was rather myst!- 
fied at thie. It could not exactly catch the 


drift of such a remarkable departure from 
the old man’s style of claiming everything 


for himself and his friends. They failed to 
see that in the sunset of his life the unyield- 
ing, and uncompromising was trying to 
turn patriot. Mr. Filley suddenly drew a 
flag from his pocket, waved it over his 
head and cried out: ‘“‘America against the 
world!” : 

Then they understood and answered with 
a tumult of cheers. It was a regular Filley 
trick; such an object lesson as.rfo one but 
Filley would have dreamed of.' 

‘“‘We want this flag,’”’ he said, “‘to cover 
}every American interest, whether of pro- 
duction or education. Then we'll have ‘em. 
Americanism is non-partisanism, and we 
want the tariff issue settled as we have 
settled the school board question, to the 
satisfaction of the entire people, regardless 
of party or of partisan politics.” 

The old man closed there and was greeted 
with a round of applause. 


Judge Spencer was introduced to preside 
over the meeting. He paid a pretty com- 
pliment to the ladies, complimenting them 
for their victory in the last School Board 
election. Then he presented Mayor Ziegen- 
hein, who received eyen greater demonstra- 
tions of popularity than had Mr. Filley. 
Uncle Henry said: 

“A great deal has been said already, and 
if I should sit. down and just say ‘Amen’ 
to all of it, I would think I had delivered a 
very good speech, I agree with what Judge 
Spencer has said about the ladies. I tell 
you, the lady that rocks the baby, rocks 
the world.”’ 

His honor was. desperately mixed in his 
quotation, but it went—as did everything 
else at Koerner’s Garden last night. 

“Whilst we are in office,’’ he continued, 
somewhat irrelevantly, and using the reg- 
ular Burgomaster’s plural pronoun, ‘we are 
there Not as a Republican but as a repre- 
sentative of every citizen, and I will try 
to do my duty. I want every man, woman 
and child, when my administration is done 
to say it is the best St. Louls ever had. 
Talk about your streets. I hope our gvod 
newspapers, Democratic and Republican 
will keep up the clamor for better streets, 
as they have been doing the last three or 
four weeks. Then we'll get ’em. 

“I shall do nothing while in office to re- 
flect on my family or anybody else. Since 
I have been gtown I have never done any- 
thing I am ashamed of. When I was in my 
former office I was critic'zed, but I have 
been honored as no man ever was, for 
which I thank my good friends, the news- 
papers,

OF A MAYONNAISE AND 
ITS SUBSTITUTES. 


With the warm days of spring and early 
Gummer comes.a craving for green food. 
Fresh vegetables and fruit become a neces- 
sity, but even these are less satisfactory 
than salads. The mere sight of the green 
crispness of lettuce or chicory or escarole 
ie a stimulus to the jaded appetite. 

To make a French dressing, put into a 
small bowl or deep saucer one saltspoonful 


of salt and half asaltspoon7ul of white 
pepper. Pour on this one tablespoonful of 
oil; add two. tablespoonfuls more of oil and 

One of vinegar. They must be thoroughly 
mixed before pouring them on the salad. 
A delicious flavor is given by rubbing with 

@ split clove of garlic the inside of the bow! 
in which the dressing is mixed. Some per- 
sons prefer rubbing with the garlic the 
bowl containing the salad, while others 
omit the garlic and mingie minced chives 
with the salad. These are especially ac- 
ceptable as an addition to cucumbers, which 
should always be sliced very thin and have 
a little chopped ice in with them. 

Many of the heavier salads are good with 
French dressing, as, for instance, aspara- 
gus, tomatoes, peas, beans, cauliflower, 
etc. This is an advantage, for the French 
dressing is much simpler and more quickly 
prepared than the mayonnaise. It is also 
cheaper and more wholesome. 

Yet mayonnaise dressing need not be 
costly if one shows wisdom in purchas'ng 
oil. This always costs more if bought by 
the pint or even by the quart bottle. The 
best method is to get it by the gallon can. 

ne of these cans will hold as much as five 
of the so-called ‘quart’ bottles, and will 
cost less than four such bottles. If stored 
in a cool place it will keep a long while 
without spoiling. 

The chief secret of a good mayonnaise 
@Gressing is to have both utensils and in- 
gredients perfectly cold. The soup plate in 
Which the dressing is to be mixed, the fork 
for stirring the egg and the oil should all 
be on the ice for an hour before they are 
used. Do the making In 4 cool piace if pos- 
sible. Separate the white and yolk of the 
@£e; putting the whiie aside in the refrig- 
@ra‘or. Drop the yolk into the soup plate 
and stir your oll in a drop or two at a time. 
After you ‘have added about a couple of tea- 
spoonfuls in this way begin putting it in 
more rapidly. It will soon thicken. When it 
is almost too stiff to stir, thin it with a little 
vinegar. Add more oil until you have the 
guantity you desire. You can use a pint of 
oil to the yolk of one egg. For this quantity

the syrup is cold—-if less than one quart add 
water to make up the quantity—add it to 
the fruit and freeze. When nearly frozen 
stir in the whites of two eggs ‘beaten to a 
emringue with two tablespoonfuls of pow- 
dered sugar, cover and finish the freezing 
and let it stand for two hours before serv- 
ing.

To Clean Windows.

OMAHA’S IMMENSE UMBRELLA. 


When Raised It Will Be 250 Feet 
Above the Earth. 


The last Paris Exposition had its Eiffel 
Tower, Chicago had its Ferris Wheel, 
Nashville has its giant seesaw. The depart- 
ment of concessions of the Omaha Trans- 
Mississippi Exposition of 1898 has also re- 
ceived an application for space for the ereo- 
tion of a novel mechanical device, says the 
Manufacturer. It resembles the framework 


of a gigantic umbrella more than anything 
else which might be mentioned. The part 
corresponding to the stick of the umbrella 
is an immense cylinder, thirty feet in di- 
ameter, constructed of steel plates, firmly 
riveted, making a standpipe which rears its 
head 250 feet above the level of the ground. 
At the extreme top of this cylinder are fas. 
tened twelve long armeé resembling the ribs 
of an umbrella. These are steel trusses, 
reaching almost to the ground. At the lower 
end of each of these ribs is suspended a 
car for carrying passengers, @ach car hav- 
ing a capacity for twenty persons, 

These monster ribs are raised by hy- 
draulic power, acting by means of stee) 
cables operating through the cylinder, aided 
by a mechanism greatly resembling that 
Portion of an umbrella which comes into 
‘action when the umbrella is opened. By 
Means of this mechanism the gigantic arms 
are raised until they are horizontal, the 
cars in the meantime being carried out- 
ward and upward until they reach a point 
25) feet above the ground, the diameter of 
the huge circle formed by the suspended 
cars being also 260 feet. When the h ghest 
point has been reached another mechanism 
comes into play and the suspended cars are 
ewung siowly around in a circle, after 
which they are lowered to the ground. The 
eides of the cars are of glass, so that the 
Passengers may secure an extensive view 
of the surrounding country.

That is the fix of the Pennsylvania farmer 
in the region described. How can he hold 
the plough when it and the horses too are 
liable to disappear without a moment’s 
warning? He is in luck if he keeps above 
ground himself. 

On Wednesday of last week according to 
a Bellefonte, Pa., correspondent, while John 
Gilbert of near Poe ills was ploughing 
ground for corn in a low lying. fleld the 
earth suddenly gave way and the team 
sank out of sight, dragging the plough 
with them. Gilbert narrowly escaped the 
same fate by hastily juenping back just as 
the earth crumbled beneath his feet. It 
was just about sundown when the accident 
occurred. 

The neigh of one of the horses spurred Gil- 
bert to action, and realizing that what could 
be done must be done quickly, he at once 
went for help, and soon had half a dozen 
or more neighbors come to his assistance. 
Owing to the continual crumbling of the 
ground near the hole, it was unsafe to go 
close, and the rigging up of a windlass by 
which to descend for an investigation was 
slow as well as perilous work. In fact, it 
was nearly midnight when the job was done 
and Gilbert ready to descend. Cautiously 
the men at the winlass lowered the farmer 
into the hole, but to his surprise, it was not 
as deep as at first ayy er gee being but a lit- 
tle over twenty-five feet, and there on a 
wide ledge of rock were found the team of 
horses and the plough. The latter had been 
torn loose from the team in the fall and 
lay to one side. Both animals were alive, 
though considerably cut up and bruised. To 
rig up a derrick of sufficient strength to 
raise the horses out of the hole took until 
morning, and it was 9 o’clock the next day 
when both animals were taken out, appar- 
ently little the worse for the adventure, with 
the exception of cuts, which will heal up in 
a few days. 

After his tea.n had been rescued Gilbert 


about twenty feet across by fifteen wide. 
There were walis of silica .and limestone 
rock on all sides as straight as if built up by 
a stonemason. The bottom also was a solid 
bed of stone, and at one side was a narrow 
drift or opening leading off in a’ westerly 
direction, the full extent of which could nos 
be ascertained, but which probably led into 
another similar hole.or cavern, rom the 
small amount of earth and stone found in 
the hole, the covering of earth and rock 
could not have been more than ‘two feet 
thick, and this has been farmed over for 
twenty-five years. 

ls is the third accident of this kind 
which has happened in Centre County in 
the past six months. The first occurred 
about eight miles east of Bellefonte last 
fall, when the horse of a farmer near Zion 
sank out of sight. The hole in this case was 
only about fifteen feet in depth, and the 
animal was easily rescued. Just one week 
later, while C. B. Hess of Ferguson township 
was ploughing fallows, the ground gave way 
and one of his team of horses sank out of 
sight. In this case the horse fell thirty-five 
feet, and was found dead on a bed of rocks 
at the bottom.

He ll visit several of the larger 
cities whilg@ ‘‘on the road’’ and St. Louis 
will likely {be among them. Melba is the 
best knowm of the stars he has secured. 
Lilli Lehmann may return, but the ar- 
rangement has not been concluded. 
French, Italian and German opera will be 
sung, and at least two new productions 


will be put to the credit of the company 
before the season is closed, 
While Melba is the best known of the 
company, she will have a worthy rival for 
first place in the estimation of the public, 
as a new étar has been secured who is said 
to be @& musical wonder. She is Fraulein 
H‘edler, first singer of the Berlin Royal 
Opera, who will be heard as Brunhilde, Fi- 
delio and Isolde. This young woman has 
never been in America. Those who heard 
her last winter In Berlin say she is young 
and beautiful and possesses a voice that is 
a revelation to those not used to the ex- 
eg singing at the Reyal Opera-house. 
ntil recently she has been appearing as 
Elsa, Elizabeth, Senta and Seiglinde, but 
assuming heavier roles she acquitted 
f 60 satisfactorily that the director 
her for those roles thereafter.

However, he gives out no information on 
this point—his press agent would probably 
enter a vigorous objection to any such pro- 
cedure—but the probabilities are that he has 
not done it to a great extent. With the pos-

ouses. It asserts that a change has come 
over the dream of opera enthusiasts and in- 
sists that a varied season must be given if 
success is desired. St. Louis, New Orleans, 
Boston and San Francisco are named us the 
cities that are far and away better enter- 
tained than New York. This confession is 
amazing, not because of any difference of 
opinion, but because it is the first time a 
New York writer acknowledged there was 
ouene on earth outside of this benighted 
own. | 

A change has come and for good reason. 
Last year there was neither novelty in the 
programme nor new blood on the stage. 
‘La Cid” was the only new opera put on, 
though one and possibly two were heard for 
the first time Time after time the old 
standbys that had been sung season in and 
season out—‘*Faust,”’ “Carmen” and the 
others—were the attractions at the same 
high prices. That they were sung and 
mounted magnificently there is no gainsay- 
ing, but if it were not the fad to be at the 
opera with the elect (by their own elec- 
tion) the downfall of the Grau company 
would have been heralded sooner. How 
soon the owners of the Metropolitan will 
realize that a new order of things is upon 
them is not plain. As they in a measure 
have the keeping of grand opera in the 
United States in their hands, a responsibil- 
ity is with them which deserves the closest 
study. 

It is suggested by the paper referred to 
that the best way to uphold grand opera 
is to give a mixed programme at prices 
that will permit the season to become of 
popular interest. Boston with its Castle 
Opera company has been having grand 
and comic operas for two seasons at popu- 
lar prices. St. Louis is cited as onde 3 a 
summer season of opera each year when 
weekly change of programme is made, and 
New Orleans and San Francisco come in 
also for strong praise as cities enjoying 
superior advantages at far less cost.

Not only ts the taste for grand opera be- 
lieved to be changing here; but theater- 
going taste has switched about in a man- 
ner most perplexing to the managers. Just 
a few years ago the roof gardens were all 
the rage. Costly vaudeville entertainments 
were provided, much wine was drunk and 
a merry time was had nightly. Thus far 
this season the weather has been too cold 
for the gardens to open in earnest, but 
when they do only orchestra music will. be 
heard. The girls in tights have been ta- 
booed, and they must: find profits in the 
reviews and musical comedies overrunning 
the stage to-day. 

The rapid and almost amazing rise of 
the music halls is largely responsible for 
this straying from the old order. There 
nightly during the winter the old roof 
garden performances, the most famous 
vaudeville people and all that went to 
make > the summer night attractions 
are to be seen. To accomplish this the 
closest competition ever known in this 
city among managers is on. As a result 
few if any of the leading houses are mak- 
ing money. 

The day is not long gone, however, since 
big money was made here in music halls. 
One is known to have cleared $180,000 dur- 
ing a season. That gave the business a 
boost, and of course there are now too 
many halls to make much money even if 
the competition were not so great. Almost 
$3,000,000 is invested in these halls and it 
takes hustling to keep them floating. Be- 
causé@ of the very high character of the at- 
tractions brought out early last season 
the patrons to-day are not satisfied with 
anything not as good. More exacting still, 
they insist on novelties and do not care to 
see the same attraction often. Guilbert 
made a mint of money at Olympia when 
she first appeared, and the $4,000 a week 
paid her was an excellent business venture. 
Chevalier also made big money the first 
season, but oh, how different it was for 
both of them last year. They were 
‘frosts’’ in every sense of the word. The 
home market is hardly equal to the emer- 
gency and the foreign talent is exhausted. 
As a result the fastidious are cutting their 
patronage, and box-office receipts are not 
nearly what they once were.
